HICKMAN, KY. 
CAUSB OF THE SCOURGE.

Nisnvie, Tenn., Sept. 6.~Twenty-five ref- 
ugees reached here to-night from Hickman, Ky. 
They give the most gloomy reports of affairs in 
that town. Of a population of 1,300, only 300 
remain,—100 whites and 200 blacks. The 
whites are composed of those who are sick 
and those ef the respective families nurs- 
ing them. They bave no experienced nurses. 
Twenty deaths have occurred since Aug. A, 
most of these suddenly, while the patients were 
in apparently a convalescent condition. The 
refugees say that filth was the incipient cause of 
the fever.

THE FOURTAH-DISTRICT FIGHT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Exvem, In., Sept. 6.—While the interest in 
the Convention to-day is all-absorbing to the 


‘politicians of the Fourth Congressional District, 


but very few of them put in an appearance until 
a late hour this morning. Senator, Joslyn and 
Smith and Southworth, two Woolistock editors, 
and Franc B. Wilkie, late of Europe, and W. K. 
Sullivan, ex-President of the Chicago Board of 
Education, came here last night, oste.sibly to 
groom the dark borse. 

Tne situation, however, bad been thoroughly 
canvassed, fairly understood, and only awaited 
denouement. McHenry County 9, and Boone 
County 5, were instructed for Gen. 8. A. Hurl- 
but. Winnebago 11, aud DeKalb 5, were in- 
structed for Congressman Lathrop. And Kane, 
12, was instructed for County Clerk John C. 
Sherwin. Neither of these gentlemen had an 
assured 24, the required majority. Koowing 
this, other names were freely canvassed as dark 
horses and compromise candidates. Senator 
Joslyn was strongly urged by Squire A. D. 
Coon, of Melleury. Joslyn, himself, spoke 
favorably of Charles Kellum, of DeKalb, and a 
few Reckford outsiders 

URGED COL. BRAZEE 
as the proper mau. In this Convention there 
was the usual uncertain quantity. Lathrop had 
twenty-four delegates, aud needed only four 
more. These he had reason to believe he could 


get from Kane County after the delegates had 


fulfilled their instructions by giving Sherwiu a 
complimentary vote. Ex-Senator Eugene Can- 
field, a delegate, and Senator Mayborne, were 
outspoken in their support of Lathrop. It was 
said that three Kane delegates were willing to 
go with Canfield whenever be made a break 
against Sherwin for Lathrop. The latter’s 
friends had even gone so far as to fortify them- 
selves in this contingency by reading up on 
McPherson’s famous ruling in the late Repub- 
lican National Convention at Cincinnati. 
Another uncertain quantity in the contest 
was the position of Gen. Hurlbut. While he 
held Boone and McHenry, fourteen votes, there 
never was a possibility of his nomination. 
This he and his friends knew. In fact, it was 
doubtful if he couid hold McHenry after two or 
three ballots. Having been defeated both in 
convention and before the people by Lathrop 
two years ago, Gen. Hurlbut stood to-day as 
a man fighting his own tight and not as a par- 


tiaan. 

And the final quantity in the problem was 
THE KNOWN POSITION or MR. SHERWIN 
on the financial question. It was not generally 
known whether Congressman Lathrop was a 
hard or soft-money man. In Congress, he had 
voted for the “dollar of our daddies,“ but 
whether he was committed to an irreaeemabie 
paper currency was not known. The Green- 
backers of the district had nominated Augustus 
Adams, an old-line Abolitionist. Gen. Hurlbut 
claimed that the Greenbackers wanted Lathrop 
nommated because then their man Adams 
would carry McHenry, and possibly Boone by 
500 majority, and would haye a strong support 
in DeKalb. But Sherwin had no concealments 
to make on tnat score. In the most emphatic 
manner he declared his detestation of the 
fiat lunacy, even as watercd by the 

State platform. ‘hese several 

quantities had been carefully weighed as early 
as Doon my ape it was then known that 
Sherwin heid nomination in his own bands. 
There were devails to be arranged. Postmasters 
and gu ag did not want to be disturbed ; 
their 8 were willing no join hands with 
Sherwin’s friends, but then, 
who orovideth vot for his own 
infidel and denieth the faith.“ 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

At 1 o’clock. Squire Coon, of McHenry, mem- 
der of the Congressioval Committee, called the 
Convention to order. W. L. Simmons, of Sand- 
wich, was named temporary Chairman, and a 
weak voice gentleman named James Ferguson, 
of Winnebago, Secretary. The usual committees 
on credentiais, permanent organization, and 
resolutions, were announced, when, on motion 
of Eugene Canfield, of Aurora, the Convention 
took a recess until 2 o’clock. 

When the delegates left the Waverly House 
to go to the hall, Gen. Hurlbut, Joslyn, and 
Sherwin remained behind. it is now generally 
understood that pending the temporary session 
the final agreement was entered into which 
resulted in Huribat and Joslyu throwing their 
delegations to Sherwin. Mr. Lathrop knew 
nothing of this, nor did any of his personal 
friends. The first news he bad of tue break 
was when the recess was taken, and Eugene 
Canfield told him. 

When the Convention reassembled at 2, there 
was a fair audience in attendance. The Elgin 
Fair was in vrogress, however, and pumpkins 
seemed to have the preference over politicians. 
The temporary organization was made perwa- 
pent, and W. H. Stuart, of McHenry, added as 
Assistant Secretary to the weak-voiced gentle- 
man. Here there was

no one appearing to be willing to shy his castor 
into the ring.

How ridiculous is the 
idea that it 1s a party case will be scen bv the 
statement of Mr. Garrett to your correspond- 
ent. Kehoe’s counsel before the Board were 
Judge Ryan, a Democrat, of Schuylkill, S. A.

Extracts from the Speech , Senator Bayard, 5 
— ered at the Hartes 2 neur Newport, Da, 
“ug. 29. 


In considering what are the causes of our 
present distress, let me commenton what is not 
the cause, although so ioudly proclaimed to be. 
We hear and read daily the allegation that the 
volume of the currency has been contracted 
and that contraction is the cause of men’s 
present poverty; that there is actually a 
scarcity of these notes, less than the reasonable 
demands of business require. I cannot imagine 
how, in face of the facts, such a charge can be 
gravely made. if any man will look at any 
newspaper of to-day, or of the past three 
years, any paper containing the quota- 
tions of the money markets, in any of 
the money certres of the Union, he will 
find the market stagnant, and the rates of 
interest runniug somewhere about 3, 4, and 5 
per cent per annum. Can that be because there 
is a scarcity of money?! or does it not show that 
there is not a scarcity but a plethora? that if 
some men at least had not so many notes they 
would demand more for the use of them? You 
can borrow at low rates in all these cities, upon 
undoubted security, because there is more 
money lying idle tham there is demand for in 
business. 1 do not speak of men who have no 
credit; that is another question. Print or 
coin all the money vou please; ordain what rate 
of interest vou will; how is a man to get money 
unless be has something to give in exchange for 
it? or unless he works for it or gives security 
for its return?! Some persons seem actually to 
believe that we can make every poor man — 
by setting printing-presses in motion, or stamp- 
ing base money. If aman would have money 
he must have property or service to give in ex- 
change for it, or be able to give satisfactory se- 
curity if he would borrow it. 

But the tables of the Treasury will show you, 
so far from the fund for circulation having — 
lessened since the passage ot the Resumption 
act, it has actually been increased. 

Thus, United States Treasury notes, Nation- 
al-Bank notes, coin, and coin certificates 
amounted, on Jan. 1, 1875, to $805,465,084, and 
on May 1. 1878, amounted to §$825,849,931,—an 
increase of over $20,000,000. Therefore I am 
amazed when 1 near the crv that the contraction 
in the volume of the currency is the cause of 
our present business depression, because there 
has been no such contraction. I cannot under- 
stand how men can so mislead themselves, as 
well as others. The only contraction took place 
under Secretary McCulloch’s policy, so warmly 
indorsed by Congress, between 1866 and 1808; 
then it was arrested by speculators and men 
who had embarked wildly in the purchase 
of property on speculation fixed at war prices, 
buying at rates which were unreasonably 
high and in a paper money not redeemable. Cao 
they be maintained?! Permanently, no: the wit 
of man cannot do it. Temporarily, perhaps. 
Infuse into the American people the sanguine 
spirit of speculation, the wild excitement that 
has been witnessed by many of you; give them 
to believe that prosperity is coming in some 
shape or form, and that their lands will be 
worth double their present price, and their 
crops three times as much as they are now, and 
they will trade in accordance with their hopes, 
—their dreams. You and I have lived long 
a remember eras of wild speculation. 

A1 am amazed to hear the cry of contrac- 
** cause the Treasury has in circulation 
more money by $20,000,000 than there was be- 
fore the Resumption bill became a law. and the 
circulation is increasing every day, because the 
Government is buying bullion and rapidly con- 
verting it into silver money at the rate of $3.- 
000,000 or $4,000,000 per month, so that there 
must have been a very considerable addition 
since the passage of the Silver Resumption act. 

It is argued by many that it is impossible 
for the Treasury of the United States to re- 
sume specie payment on the Istof January 
next. be Seretary of the Treasury says he 
can doso; 1 am not here to say whether he 
can or not. I think he is in a post of great re- 
sponsibility, and | am disposed to aid him. He 
is not there by my voice, but he is now the cus- 
todian of bye Treasury and mine, and it is 
madness and folly for us to undertake to act in 
a manner hostile, unfair, or hurtful to his 
efforts to serve us. But.“ say our friends in 
the West, we are in favor of specie payments. 
We admit the people must have an honest 
yard-stick, an honest measure of values, but we 
do not wantit too soon; we cannot bave it 
just now; it must come from natural causes; 
the country must grow into it.“ Now, if we 
cannot resume upon $350,000,000 of notes, how 
can we upon  §700, 000,000 So 1 must 
say that the man who tells me that he is in tavo: 
of doubling the volume of the demand notes of 
the United States, and in the same breath that 
he isin favor of early resumption of specie 
payments, bewilders me; if Ye does not intend 
indefinitely to postpone resumption 1 must 
wonder at bis credulity, or I must do worse,— 
suspect his honesty. 1 prefer to take the first 
course, because, in this matter, no man who 
considers the vast and varied matters of human 
government but will feel the strongest disincli- 
nation even to impute bad motives to those who 
differ with him. It is a dark business, at best: 
1 do not know that we always understand our 
own motives; lam very sure that, with the 
best, we are oftentimes mistaken; and so, it 
seems tu me, that iu considering such a subject 
there ought to ve the widest, kindest, broadest 
respect shown to all honest differences of opin- 
10D. 

The proposition to double the volume of 
Treasury notes is an indefinite postponement of 
specie payment, and it also intrusts to the Con- 
gress of the United States—to an accidental 
majority—the control of the volume, and, of 
course, the value of the money, the medium of 
exchange in all our bargaius and contracts. 
An oid and frequent saying is that the world 
is governed too much,“ but I do not think that 
iv all the schemes of paternal guverument, of 
which we bave heard so much in Europe, that 
anything quite so far-reaching and covtrolling 
ever was wnagined as such a power in « majority 
of Cougress. Every man’s coutracts, every 
man’s bargains, every man's sales would be 
subject to the will of the majority of Congress. 
Are you ready for that’ Do you believe that 
that is the proper rule? or, is it not sell 
interest that should control your contracts 
aud agrecmeots! This is a country governed 
by parties; sometimes one being successful, 
sometimes avother. Sometimes meu go in 
upon the heels of an election, promisiug pros- 
perity to certain classes, aud the volume of cur- 
rency aud its value are to depend upon the ebb 
and the flow of political power. There is vo 
stability in that; nothing an American can ap- 
prove of. The great strength of this country is 
that it permits men to exercise their powers 
ireely, acvording to the measure God has given 
them. There is no bar of rank, sect, party. or 
prejudice ; it is the nou-interference of the Gov- 
ernmeut that permits the citizen to rely upon 
himself, restricted ouly by general laws to pro- 
tect society. Heaven help usif the time saall 
come when the value of every man’s farm and 
every contract he makes is to be deterinined by 
some accidental majority in Convress that mav 
change every two years. ‘The doctrine is so dis- 
astrous, so fatal to sound credit and prosperity 
that all who have read history or studied 
finance see nothing but the ruin and prostration 
of all public and private credit and contideuce 
between man and man.

Greenbacks at the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 993, with traus- 
actions at 991. : 

The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Rehef Association encountered the Sunday- 
amusement question yesterday in the form 
of a proposition by a local theatrical manager 
to donate to the Yellow-Fever Fund the 
entire proceeds of an entertainment to be 
given Sunday afternoon. The Committee 
wisely concluded not to inquire too closely 
into the methods by which contributions are 
raised, but, without officially indorsing this 
or any othér relief enterprise, to adopt the 
eminently practical sugestion of its shrewd 
and business-like Chairman, and take what- 
ever anybody is good enough to give, and 
say Gon bless you !” 

The preparations making for the yellow- 
fever relief picnic at Wright’s Grove next 
Tuesday are such as to give promise of great 
success. Tickets for the picnic have been 
placed on sale at the Exposition and in the 
hands of the industrious canvassers, with 
every prospect that an enormons number will 
be disposed of; while the donations of re- 
freshments to be sold on the grounds will 
swell the receipts very largely. The dis- 
patches printed this morning show that there 
is no danger that more money will be raised 
than is needed to furnish food, medicine, at- 
tendance, and decent burial to the destitute, 
sick, dying, and dead in the Southern cities.

GREENBACKS AND “FIAT” MONEY COM- 
PARED. 

The latest phase of the Ohio idee is 
that the inherent power of the Government 
to issue “fiat” money finds support in the 
decisions of the Supreme Court affirming the 
validity of the Legal-Tender acts. Green- 
backs may constitutionally be made a legal- 
tender,” is the way Mr. Tuunman misstates 
that decision. This theory is approved in 
certain quarters where general opposition to 
the flat scheme is professed. Thus, the 
Chicago Times has recently endeavored to 
show that redeemable greenbacks are nothing 
more nor less than flat scrip, and has 
reached the conclusion that Congress has the 
same right to issue flat scrip that it had 
to make Government notes legal-tender at 
the time the greenbacks were issued. Both 
views set aside entirely all consideration of 
the circumstances under which the green- 
backs were authorised, the character given 
them by the acts under which they were 
created, and the limitation put upon them 
in the shape of a national pledge that they 
should not be issued in excess of $400,000, - 
000. 
Mr. Tann endeavors to deceive his 
public when he represents that there is a 
constitutional right in Congress to issue 
legal-tender notes (forced loan), or that the 
Supreme Court so decided. During the en- 
tire period of the War, all the Democrats 
maintained the contrary; every Democratic 
Judge on the Supreme Bench cast his voice 
against the validity of the Legal-Tender act, 
even in spite of the necessity which fur- 
nished the pretext; even up totwo years 
ago, the Democratic party were opposed to 
the greenback system, and the St. Louis 
Tor Convention arraigned the Republic- 
an party for having failed to redeem the 
greenbacks in coin, according to promise. 
The broad ground taken by the Democrats 
during the War was that there was no an- 
thority under the Constitution for the Gen- 
eral Government to raise and support armies 
for the purpose of coercing seceded ‘‘ Sover- 
eign States” back into the Union, The 
reply of the most eminent Union men 
of that time was to maintain that there 
existed the same inherent right, outside 
of the written Constitution, to defend the 
Union and preserve the Constitution that 
every man has in his own self-defense. To 
successfully preserve the existence of the 
Government, three things were necessary, 
viz.: (1) To raise armies; (2) to put them 
in the field; and (3) to provide them with 
arms, ammunition, food, and clothing. To 
do the first, the Government seized its citi- 
zens if they did not volunteer, and forced 
them to enter the army whenever it was nec- 
essary. To the second, the Government took 
possession of railroads and steamboats, and 
transported its troops. To the third, it was 
necessary to make a forced loan to buy the 
arms, ammunition, food, and elothing. The 
same cause that justified the Emancipation 
Proclamation freeing the slaves, aud that le- 
galized the conscription of men as food for 
gunpowder, also justified the . legal-tender

THE NEW YORK MACHINE. 82 

The breaking up of the party machine in 
New York City is a hopeful sign for Repub- 
lican success in the State. The thunderbolt 
which the Administration launched into the 
Custom-House will not only clear the atmos- 
phere in that building, but will emancipate 
the party in the entire State from the thra‘l- 
dom of s machine which has been inexora- 
ble, and which has used patronage with ab- 
solute power. The current number of Har- 
pers Weekly contains the most vivid deserip- 
tion of the machine that we have seen, and 
while the reader is contemplating its ruins 
we may gather from this description some 
idea of the monopoly of power it possessed 
while it was in operation. This machine 
has been for years in the control of the Re- 
publican Senator, CoxxLxo, and the high 
appointments he dominated which in turn 
controlled lower ones. Through his hench- 
men he really controlled the primary meet- 
ings. The Ring might aptly be called 
the * Conxirve Association for the Preserva- 
tion and Security of Office.” The Associa- 
tion made out all the slates, prepared all the 
platforms, and nominated the candidates. 
The delegations from New York City were 
never selected by the body of Republicans, 
but by the Custom-House. They were sent 
to the conventions by the Custom-House 
and · obeyed its dictation. ‘‘An Original 
Republican,” writing to the New York 
Evening Post, says that out of all delega- 
tions sent to State Conventions for this city 
in seven years, there have been but five men 
who dared oppose, even by a single vote, 
the autocratic power which selected them. 
„The Assembly Districts came to be known 
not by their members, but by the names of 
the local party leaders into whose hands the 
distribution of places therein was com- 
‘mitted, and who were held responsible for 
the running of the primaries and the pro- 
duction at the proper times of the names 
agreed for delegates and committee-men. 
Thus we have O’Baren’s District.’ ‘ Burns’ 
district,’ Onraax's District. How the 
machine was worked in New York City will 
appear in the following extract which we 
make from the article alluded to in Harper's 
Weekly . 

A Republican State Convention usually contains 
454 members, and the delegation from the city 
alone was at the last Convention sixty, and from 
Brooklyn, which is largely under the same con- 
trol, thirty-four. Addto this number delegates 
elected from otner parts of the State under the 
same influences, and itis evident that a Conven- 
tion will generally be a mere registry of the edict 
of the machine."’ This result im the city is 
brought about very simply. The Republican vote 
here is nearly 50,000, but nobody can vote for 
delegates to a Convention who does not belong to 
an association, and nobody can belong to an 
association who does not agree to support the 
regular nominations. The associations, more- 
over, have been generally officered and 
managed by officeholders, and as they were mere- 
ly mills to grind out just what the Custom-House 
chose, the membership was not more than 9, 000, 
and this number of persons, ora very small per- 
centage of them, have annually performed the 
farce of electing delegates to Republican State 
Conventions for the 50,000 Repuodlican voters of 
the city. With this kind of basiness in full op- 
eration, Republicans were ex to harmony 
and peace, which meant placid indifference and 
abject submission to the preposterous system. 80 
bold arbitrary had unquestioned power made 
the machine, that at the last Convention it de- 
liberateiy usurped the entire authority of the par- 
ty, and declared itself in permanence for two 
years, intending to make the Rochester declara- 
tions stand as the voice of the party for that time,

A later report of the same statement, 
giving it more fully, shows Dr. Cnorrm to 
have expressed the conviction that the 
germ of yellow fever is a living organism, 
and reproduces itself”; that it must run 
its course, and nothing we know of can stop 
its progress”; that we know of nothing 
that will check the disease,” and much more 
to the same purport. He concluded as fol- 
lows: ** Therefore I would earnestly suggest 
to the Board the necessity of recommending 
experiments, with the view of advancing the 
knowledge of yellow fever, and discovering 
some method of arresting the disease.” So 
Tun Tarpon is not more guilty of maligning 
the médical profession in this respect than 
Dr. Cnorrm himself, 

We had several reasons for urging not 
merely experiments in general, but the cold 
treatment in particular. First, because Dr. 
Cnorrm himself said that his experiment 
would have resulted inacure if the cold 
treatment had been applied in time. Sec 
ondly, because of faith in the animalcule 
theory. Thirdly, because an officer in the 
regular army communicated to the Cincin- 
nati Times an account of his having cured 
himself by this treatment in 1853, in defiance 
of the doctors. This account was published 
in Tae Trreunz of Ang. 31, and the follow- 
ing is a portion of it: 

At 7 o'clock that nicht the nurse came, and I di- 
rected her to bring a tub of cold water tomy room. 
Then I stripped, and bad her apply a wet sheet to 
my back whale I applied one to my front. Then I 
waited a few minutes until the reaction set in, and 
then took to the bed, wrapping myself well up in 
blankets. This treatment I continued for five 
hours. Sometimes the sheets wouid remain on me 
for an hour aad a half, sometimes for not more 
than fifteen minutes. Whenever 1 felt that they 
bad ceased to do their work Il bad new ones ap- 
plied. As the sheets came from me Sr iva said, 
» Look, mas r. they are all streaked with yellow.“ 
I could feel the poison going out from me, and the 
pain was intense. About midnight | felt that the 
treatment had been continued long enough. A 
nausea was abonttosetin. I went to bed and im- 
mediately fell into a sound, sweet sleep, which 
lasted for four hours. I awoke feeling weak, but 


without a vestige of the fever. From that time on 
I improved. 


Again, Dr. James I. Tucker had written 
several communications to Im Trimcns 
urging the cold treatment, and so intelli- 
gently as to induce us to further his recom- 
mendation for the sake of common hu- 
manity.” Finally, a St. Louis physician of 
sufficient eminence to secure the attention 
of the Associated Press, which transmitted 
hisopinion, recommended and urged this cold 
water treatment; his method will be found 
described in Tun Triste of Sept. 2. 

We submit that all this justified Taz Tan- 
une’s article calling upon the physicians as 
a class to abandon the fatal ruts long enough 
to test some other treatment for a plague that 
is mowing down people by the hundreds 
every day.

It will be observed that there is no mention or 
bint of “legal-tender” on this tond. ‘All notes 
of every description issued by the Government 
intended to be legal-tender had the fact plainly 
printed on the face or back ol the note; but no 
7.30 ever contained such a superscription. The 
7.30 above described is a regular coupon short- 
time bond, with interest payable semi-annually. 
Tue act of 1864 stated epecifically that the 7.30s, 
whose interest was made payable -emi-annually, 
were not to be legal-tenders. There was no 
other kind issued by the Government, and hence 
none were legal-tenders. It must be very disa- 
grevable to the inflationists to have their 7.30 
underpinning knocked out from under them, 
but there is no help for it.

A HEALTHY FOREIGN TRADE. 
Trade and finance statistics are food 
everybody nowadays. The latest report of 
the Bureau of Statistics giving the corrected 
results of the foreign commerce of the coun- 
try for July, and for the seven months end- 
ing with July 31, has been published. It 
shows that the two movements at present 
characteristic of American commerce—puny- 
ing off our debts to Europe with our 
products and accumulating coin for resump- 
tion—are continued with accelerated speed. 
The exports of last July were $46,391,130 of 
articles of our own production; July of the 
year before they were but $37,600,009. For 
the first seven months of 1878 they 
were $408,029,179, but in the game time in 
1877 only $326,130,291. So far in the two 
years the net result has been a surplus in 
the seven months of $35,480,342 of all ex- 
ports in 1877, but of 5166, 244, 293 this year. 
The balance of trade this year has been 
nearly five times as large as that of the same 
period of 1877. This great result has been 
reached by economizing in purchases abroad, 
as well as by sparing more from home to sell 
abroad. This last July the exports of mer- 
chandise were $10,625,074 greater than the 
imports; quite another state of things from

The Vacht-Racing and Regatta 
Contests at South 
Chicago. 


Signal Defeat of the Greyhound 
by Her Rival, the Cora. 


Permanent Organization of the Jockey- 
Club Races Yesterday. 


AQUATIC, 
YACHT-RACING AT SOUTH CHICAGO. 

There was great sport at South Chicago yes- 
terday, the occasion being a sort of variety- 
show in the way of aquatic sports, under tne 
auspices of the Chicago Yacht Club, assisted by 
the Farragut Boat Ciub. The programme m- 
cluded a race for first-class yachts, one for boats 
of the fourth class, a canoe race, sculling race, 
and swimming matches, all of which was suc- 
cessfully carried out, by reason of the indefati- 
gable efforts of Capt. John A. Farrow, Chair- 
man of the Yacht Ciub Regatta Committee, as- 
sisted by several lieutenants. The attendance 
was not large, but enthusiastic, and 
ali who were present felt that they 
bad been treated to as much in the 
way of real fun and enjoyment as the most ex- 
citing could have demanded. The yacht races, 
of course, took place on the lake, but the other 
exercises were conducted on the placid bosom 
of the Calumet Kiver, about half a mile from 
where it empties into the lake, the exact spot 
being in the Town of South Chicago. A com- 
fortable and capacious covered staud had been 
erected on the dock by the river bauk, and the 
other arrangements for the accommodation of 
visitors were first-class. 7 

Of course fhe race for first-class yachts, in 
which the entries were Commodore Munger's 
boat, the Cora, and the Greyhound, a boat re- 
cently purchased by Mr. Charles Pope and oth- 
ers for the express purpose of acfeating the 
Cora, was the first thing on the programme. It 
was confidently expected by those acquainted 
with the sailing qualities of the Greyhound that 
she would have an easy victory over Commo- 
dore Munger’s craft; but the result was a bitter 
disappointment to them, as the latter won the 
race by fifteen seconds, actual sailing time, 
while by the regulations of the Yacht Club she 
is entitled to four minutes time allow- 
ance from the Greyhound on account of the 
greater length of the latter. Of the race itselt 
there is but little to be said, as there was not 
wind enough at any time during its pendency to 
test the sailing qualities of either boat. A1 
though the start was advertised to be made at 
10 o’clock, it was nearly II when the sigual- gun 
was fired, both boats at that time lying in the 
river with head sails down. The course was a 
plain one, being around tne Crib off Chicago, 
leaving the structure on the port ride, and re- 
turn to the starting point. When the Cora 
crossed the imaginary line betwecn the South 
Chicago piers it was 10:54:08, and the 
Greyhound crossed at 10:55:34. The slight 
lead assumed by the Cora at the 
send off, was never relinquished, both boats 
going over the course at an exasperatingly slow 
rate, on account of the light and baffling airs 
which prevailed. Finally, at 3:27:25, the Cora 
again reached home, ber competitor arriving at 
3.29:11, thus losing the race by 1:45, irrespec- 
tive of time allowance. The first prize in this 
class was $250, and the second $150, 

FOURTH-CLASS BOATS. 

In the race for fourth-class boats the entries 
were: Fanchon, Undine, Lincoln, Mischiel, 
Zephyr, Unknown, Fleetwing, and Rarus. The 
last named is a serviceable craft, owned by Capt. 
Boute, and, in addition to its name, bore upon 
ber bow the legend: “2:1344."’ There was some 
joking among the 8 when tue Rarus 
came to the liné, as the boat did not have quite 
ps much pretty paint and gew-gaws on 

as some of the others, but when 
it became time to quit talking and sail a little, 
Capt. Bonte’s boat soon had the entire squad- 
ron, with the exception of the Fleetwing and 
Unknown, behind it. and eventually won, with 
the Unknown second. The course was from the 
starting-line around a stake-boat anchored three 
miles southeast of the river’s mouth, each boat 
being required to go twice over the route. As 
none but the Rarus and Unknown received 
prizes, the time of the others is not given. The 
winner got away at 11:42:27, and returned at 
4:30:30. while the Unknown left at 11:42:31, 
and reached home at 4:32:45. The prizes in this 
class were 840 and $20. 

SCULLING., 

The first eveut after dinver was the sculling 

match for ships’ yawis, open to all ships’ yawls 


over ten feet in length; nalf mile and repeat. 


In this race there were three entries, the James 
Appleton, Shoo-Fly, and Cora, the last- named 
being the vawl of Commodore Munger’s yacht. 
In the first heat Appicton was scuiled by John 
Burns, the Snoo-Fiy by * Dutehy,“ a Chicago 
tugman, and the Cora by Moses Reumond. The 
Shoo-Fly was entered by Jolm Heisler, and the 
other eontestants objected somewhat to 
‘*Dutchy’’ sculiing her, but finally agreed to 
go. The start was made from a barge moored 
in the stream, and as soon as the word was 
given the Cora went to the front, 
but before the quarter-mile buoy was rounded 
the Shoo-Fly was ahead, having five lengths the 
best of it when the turn for home was made. 
The Cora gained rapidly, however, and was soon 
lapped on the Shoo-Fiy, but at this point Red- 
mond's oar slipped trom bis hands and went 
overboard, he being hopelessiy out of the race 
before recovering it. ‘‘Dutchy” come along, 
and won easilv. Time, 4:45. 

For the second heat, Heisler, who entered the 
SBhoo-Fly, was substituted tor **Dutchy,” and 
won handily, the Cora not going over the course, 
and Burns, in the Appleton, quitting badly on 
the finish. The prize, $20, was awarded to the 
Shoo-Fly. Time, 4: 30. 

THE CANOE RACE 
was set for 3 o’clock, but it was consider- 
ably after that hour when the contestants were 
called up to the barge from which the start was 
made. The entries wefe: Red Wing, by Louis 
Heisler; Oriole, by B. Lovett: and Audobon, by 
John Armstrong. From the word Heisler took 
a lead, which be increased whenever he chose. 
being far the superior of either of his opponents 
in handling a paddle. Armstrong and Lovett 
fouled at the start, and the former at once drew 
out of the race. The stake-boat, which was 
about 300 feet distant from the starting barge, 
was turned by kleisler ten tengths in the lead, 
aud he fivished twice that distance in advance of 
Lovett, thus winuing the prize, a silver medal. 
THE SWIMMING MATCHES 

were expected to be of considerable interest, 
and those who came to see them with this an- 
ticipation were not disappointed. The first 
race was to a buov half a mile from the startme 
int, after rounding which the men returned 
ome. The entries in this event were Joseph 
Ruff, Thomas Bodwell, Max Dite, Robson Wed- 
dell, and A. K. Lewis; the first prize being a 
gold medal, and the seconda silver cup.

THE PRESIDENT. 
Extension of His Trip te the Confines of 

Civilization—The Day at Fargo, Dak.—A 

Visit to the Great Dairymple Farms. 

Faroo, D. T., Sept. 6.—President Hayes and 
his party, augmented by Governors, Senators, 
and leading citizens of Minnesota, left St. Paul 
at 10 p.m. Thursday, on a train of four Pullman 
sleepers, for a trip on the Northern Pacific; 
passed over the branch line to Brainerd; thence 
to Fargo on the Red River of the North, reach- 
ing Fargo at 8:30 a. m. to-day; and the party, 
now numbering 100, breakfasted at the railroad 
hotel. A crowd of 500 assembled around the 
cars, and the upper balcony of the hotel was 
finely decorated and filled with ladies. 
After breakfast President Hayes addressed 
the audience from the platform of bis car. He 
expressed his delight at again visiting Dakota 
and his astonishment at the advancement since 
his previous visit to this region six years ago. 
He referred to the national curiosity of the 
people to see men of note, and was glad he 
would be able to gratify that curiosity by in- 
troducing some of the eminent gentlemen who 
accompanied him. He proceeded with brief 
references to the condition of the country and 
its progress under our free institutions. 
Wherever he went he found intelligent 
and prosverous citizens, and even here., 
upon almost the verge of the agricultural 
settlements, he found the practical results of 
the resistiess energy which always and every- 
where charcterizes our race. In conclusion, the 
President introduced Attorney-General Devens, 
who reassured the ladies that he was au old 
bachelor, perhavs through no fault of bis own, 
buta very admirable gentleman. nevertheless. 
Gen. Devens dwelt eloquently upon the capaci- 
ties and future of the new Northwest. He 
spoke of the slow transition of the nations of 
the past from the state of barbarism to civiliza - 
tion, all the fruits of which. civilization the 
people of even this remote frontier were now 
enjoying. 

Gov. Howard, of Dakota Territory, was then 
introduced by the President, and delivered a 
stirring address. He loudiy complained of the 
parsimony of Congress in stinting the appro- 
priations for land, so that settlers are retarded. 
He had organized five new counties within five 
months, and the populatu®n of Dakota had in- 
creased 40 per cent in that period. 

Count Levenhaupt, Minister from Sweden 
and Norway, was introduced, and spoke some 
words for his numerous countrymen im this re- 
Zion. 

The President successively introduced Sena- 
tors Windom and McMillan, Congressman Stew- 
art and Gen. H. H. Sibiy, of Minnesota, Senator 
Butler of South Carolina, Col. Ben Yancy of 
Georgia, and the Hon. J. V. Farwell, of Chica- 
go, all of whom made brief speeches. The Pres- 
ident introduced each with some humorous re- 
marks, keeping the audience in high good hu- 
mor. All the speakers strongly urged the com- 
pletion ot the Northern Pacitic Railroad. 

The ladies called for Mrs. Hayes, and she 
stepped to the platform and bowed her acknow!l- 
edgments.

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THE ACREAGE OF COOK COUNTY.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 6.—The State Board 
of Equalization to-day adopted a resolution that 
the Auditor ie hereby requested to ask of the 
County Clerk of Cook County an explanation 
of the discrepancies between his returns of 1878 
and 1877 regarding the acreage of that county, 
and the lots therein. ‘The acreage of the county 
reported by County Clerk Lieb in his 


amended return of 1877 is 518,181 acres. 
There have this year deen reported 
514,099, a loss during the ear of 
4,089 acres. His return, made up for the use of 
the State Devartment of Agriculture, and re- 
ceived to-day, reports only 444,154 acres, a loss 
of 74,027 as compared with the return of 1877. 
The return of 1878 also shows ¥1,098 lots less 
than in 1877.

SILVER DOLLARS. 

The circular of the Secretary of the Treasury 
About the iesue of silver dollars is as fo lows: 

Treasury VDerartTuext, WaSsuNerox. D. C., 

3.—The Treasurer of the United States has 
been directed upon the receipt by him from any 
of a certificate isssed by any Assistant 
— designated depository, or National 
Bank designated as a public depository of the 
United States, stating that a deposit of currency 
has been made to bie credit in general account of 
the sum of $1.000, or any multipie thereof not ex- 
ceeding $10,000, to cause a shipment to be mane 
from some mint of the United States to the person 
in whose name the certiiicate is issued, of a like 
amount of standard silver dollars, the expense of 
— 1 — to be paid by the mint. Unti! further 
notice, upon receipt by the Treasurer of the 
United States of United States notes or National 
Bank notes sent for redemptionin multiples of 
000 and not exceeding $10,000, etandard silver 
G0 lars will be returned ander the provisions of 
this circular. The sole purpose of this circular is 
to facilitate the circulation of standard silver 
dollars for all purposes as currency, but not to 
authorize that issue for the purpose of being used 
directly in making those payments to the Goyern- 
ment which are required to be made in coin, or for 
deposit to obtain silver certificates; and officers 
receiving currency authorized therein are ex- 
pected, so far as practicable, to see that the ob- 
ect specified is carried out. Shipments as above 
ndicated, however, will be made only to points 
in the United States reached through established 
express lines by continuous railway or steamboat 
communication. JOHN SHERMAN, Secretary. 

It is the belief of bankers here that a free circu- 

Jation of the silver dollar will be obtained under 
this order. The cost of transportation has hitber- 
to prevented them from getting into the interior in 
large amounts. Tur TRIBUNE pointed out some 
time ago that the express charges were so heavy a 
tax that the people in the interior who wanted sil- 
ver dollars could not afford to order them from the 
Sub-Treasuries or designated depositories. The 
silver dollars are now put on the same footing as 

regards distribution by the Government as the 
subsidiary silver. They will be forwarded free of 
transportation charges. The cost to the 
Government is defrayed as in the case 
of eubeidiary silver, out of the prof 
of coinage. The circular given above will be sent 
to all the National and other banks in the country. 

The limit of $1,000 is made because the express 
companies make their rates per $1,000. It would 
cost as much to ship $500 as $1,000. The cost of 
transportation averages 1 cent a mile for each 
$1,000. The profit on the coinage of the silver 
dotiar runs up rapidly. The bullion costs, in gold. 

$0. 883, the coat of coinace is not 2 cents for each 
coin, and the coin is exchanged for greenbacks that 
are nearly at par in gold. 

DECREASE IN THE SILVER YIELD. 

The interesting fact is disclosed by the San Fran- 
cieco Daily Bulletin that the silver yield of the 
Pacific slopé this year is rapidly decreasing. The 
Bulletin has undertaken the laborious but im- 
portant work of obtaining monthly reports from the 
productive mines of California, Nevada, Utah, 
Arizona, and Dakota.

The leading produce markets were rather tame 
yesterday, and relatively steady. Provisions 
were not so weak as they were,“ being really 
firm, but dull, as hogs were weak. Wheat was 
easier, with a fair volume of receipts, and a down- 
ward tendency elsewhere, while corn was steadied 
by the fact of smaller arrivals with rather large 
shipments. Oate were in good demand, and bar- 
ley weak. with no change in rye; and the forward- 
ing movement was dull. The weather was good for 
corn 

There was no abatement in the activity that for a 
number of days past has characterized the market 
for domestic dry goods, and prices were as firm as 
before. Groceries were freely ordered by the city 
and country trade, and were steadily held at for- 
mer quotations. Sugars are in brisk demand, and, 
asthe market is comparatively bare of stock, it 
has a buoyant tone. Coffees are moving on a gen- 
crous scale, and the late advance ie easily main- 
tained.

Leather. bag- 
ging, tobacco, coal, and wood were quoted as be- 
fore. 

The cargo-lumber market was quiet yesterday, 
the offerings being smal). The yard-lumber mar- 
ket was fairly active at unchanged prices. Wool 
was selling freely in small lots at the current fig- 
ures. Hay. hides, and hops were quiet. The 
droom- corn dealers reported no change in the mar- 
ket, the dailv sales being fair in the aggregate, and 
the market easy, owing to the near approach of the 
time forthe new crop to arrive. Seeds were un- 
changed, timothy being dull and weak, flax 
steady, and clover little better than nominal. Poul- 
try was stronger, the local demand having increas- 
ed, without a corresponding gain in offerings. Po- 
tatoes were steady. The offerings of green fruits 
were again large, and fair sales were made, apples 
being the dullest fruit in the list. 

Lake freights were quiet at the recent reduc- 
tion, carriers asking Me advance, and unable to 
obtain it. Corn to Buffalo by sail was quoted at 
4\4c, and wheat do at 44,@4Xc.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Railroad Managers and other railroad officials 
met again at the Grand Pacitic Hotel at 10 
o’clock yesterday, Mr. J. N. McCullough, Vice- 
President of the Pennsylvania Company, in the 
chair, and Mr. William Duncan, Genera! Freight 
Agent of the Ohio & Mississippi, acting as Sec- 
retary. 

The question regarding the points from which 
the business should be pooled was taken up 
again. Most of the mavagers were of the 
opinion that the points reported by the Com- 
mittee the day previous were too numerous for 
a beginning, and that the pool could better 
be started from sas few of the leading 
points. If it proved successful from 
them, there was time enough afterwards to in- 
elude the other points that had been suggested. 
After a lovg discussion the action taken the 
dey previous in regard to this matter was recon- 
sidered, and it was decided to try 4 pool at first 
from the following points caly: Chicago, St. 
Louis, Indiavapolis, Louisville, and Cincinnati. 
The circular adopted the day previous and pub- 
lished in yesteruay's TRIBUNE was ordered to 
be sent to the roads leading East from the 
above points. No steps have yet been taken as 
to the nature of the new pool; whether the 
business is to be divided the same as in the 
former pool or whether the earnings or 
part of the earnings are to be, This mat- 
ter will de discussed alter the roads 
have agreed upon percentages. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that if the old style is tried over 
again the whole thing will be @ failure at the 
outset. There will be another meeting about 
Oct. 1, when it ts expected that the roads to 
which the circular has been sent will be ready to 
report. During the afternoon the managers of 
the Michigan roads heid a meeting to see 
whether the earnings from Upper Michigan busi- 
nese could not be pooled. Nothing could be 
done, however, as the Grand Rapids Road was 
not represented, and the Detroit & Milwaukee 
is unable to agree to anything in its present un- 
settled condition. 


A CLOUD ON VADERBILT’S HRORI- 
ZON. 

The good feeling that bas existed between 
Vanderbilt and the Great Western Railway 
managers since the former’s acquisition of the 
Michigan Central Railroad has been marred 
considerably during the last few days, and an 
open rupture is liable to occur at any moment. 
From all that ean be learned it appears that the 
concessions made by Vanderbiit to this road 
have not been carried out in good faith, and 
that the Great Western bas decided to join the 
Grand Trunk in its efforts to free itself from 
Vauderbilt’s dictatorship, which if not shaken 
off must sooner or later be the ruination of 
both the Great Westerun and Grand Trunk. 
The managers of both these lines were expected 
to attend the managers’ meeting in this city 
vesterday and the dav before. The managers of 
the Grand Trunk did not turn up at all, and the 
managers of the Great Western came bere, but 
did not go anywhere near the place of meeting, 
and left the same day they came. That the 
Great Western no longer means to dance to 
Vanderbilt’s music can best be seen from the 
fact that orders were issued yesterday to con- 
tinue the oflice of the Great 
city. while it had been agreed to abolish it. Mr.

The action has 
greatly enraged the Vanderbilt parties, 
and Mr. Porter reeeived notice yester- 
day that he could no longer remain in 
the Michigan Central office, corner of Clark and 
Randolph streets.

Advices from the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion set forth that there has been 1,600 less lois 
and 73.000 less acres assessed in Cook County this 
year than last. A reporter made some inguiry on 
the subject yesterday at the County Clerk's office, 
and learned that much of the property assessed as 
lots last vear had been assessed as blocks this year 
throughout the county, which would scem to ex- 
plain the discrepancy in lots. In the matter of 
acre property, it was found that the Assessor in 
the Town of Worth had noted on his book that he 
had omitted to assess the swamp lands along the 
„ feeder because they were of no value, and, 
while heretofore assessed. no taxes had ever been 
collected. This, in part, explains the discrepancy, 
butthe State Board intends to look into it more 
minutely.

What are youa 
candidate for“ laughing as he spoke. Mr. Har- 
rison did not answer except by a look of surprise, 
and, suddenly remembering that he had another 
cali to make, turned upon his heel and was off. 


William Schulz, who was arrested late 
Thursday evening and slapped in jail, was very 
nervous yesterday. He pretended not to know 
what he had been arrested tor, and to be innocent 
of everything about which there was the semblance 
of crime. An examination of the capias upon 
which he was being held, however, revealed the 
fact that he was charged with violating the Postal 
laws by using the mails to obtain money under 
false pretenses. The paper bore date of Oct. 
8, 1878, and. when his attention was called to 
the error, he unbosumed himeelf somewhat. He 
said he had long been familar with land titles, 
abstracts, etc., and, having some leisure time, 
had engaged in straightening Out titles and paying 
taxes for non-residents. Among other customers 
he has is one Frank Van Keuren, of Wheeling. W. 
Va.. who owns a lot in a certain block in this vi- 
cinity, but does not know who owns 
tne other lots, and had sent bim recent- 
ly $10.30 to pay the taxes for him. On 
going to pay the taxes he found that the property 
had been assessed as a whole, and, finding it im- 
possibie to pay on Van Keuren's lot, he had been 
trying to ascertain who owned the other lots, and 
in the meantime had held the money, etc., and 
corresponded with Van Keuren on the sabject. 
This, he says. constitutes his crime. He ciaims 
to have been twelve years in the employ of Ogden, 
Sneidon & Co., and to have an unblemished char- 
acter, and says he is ready to refund the money 
sent him at any time. 


The County Agent will hand to the Board 
Monday a detailed statement of the expenses of 
his office for the nine months enaing with Aug. 
31. The total expenses for the nine months has 
been $09, 509, — 825, 000 for the preceding twelve 
mouths under the McCaffrey-Holden regime. The 
meat distribution has cost $31,860: bread, $21, - 
921; fuel, $23,038; groceries, $3,435; shoes, 
$2. 828: transportation, $1,762; burials, $1,054; 
medicines, $313: salaries, $12,598: and sundries, 
$789. The report shows tnat, of the goods pur- 
chased, about $2,000 worth i on d., re- 
ducing the actual expenses just that much. 
The only objection to be raised against 
the showing, as compared with that 
of the former administration, is in the item of 
salaries, it appearing that one-eighth of thie entire 
expenses has been for that purpose, —or that oat of 
every dollar expended tweive cents has been for the 
pay of employes, —-which is rather an extravagant 
percentage. But the office has been run far better 
than it was expected it would be, and, everything 
considered, there is very little to complain of. 
W hile the money spent might have been considera- 
bly lese without impairing the benefits of the office 
to the deserving, it is not believed that there bas 
been any misappropriation outside of tne fact that 
the Agent has been compelled to allow exorbitant 
salaries to neediess and worthless assistants. It is 
to de hoped that the errors of the year will be cor- 
recied in the year to come, and if the Commis- 
sioners join heartily in the work it will not be long 
before the County Agent's office will be numbered 
with the things of the past.

CRIMINAL. 


Kennedy, the wife-murderer, was ar- 
raigned yesterday, and pleaded not guilty.

LANG, 
CHARGED WITH STEALING BONDS. 

The examination of Cuthbert W. Lang on the 
charge of stealing $5, 000 in bonds from his mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Day, of No. 404 Michigan avenue, 
took place before Justice Foote yesterday. He 
was represented by Judge Wallace and Mr. Will- 
iam EK. Mason, and Leonard Swett and Gen. 
Eldridge appeared for the prosecution. 

Mre. Day testified that on the evening of the 27th 
of May she left home, and on her return, at 10 
o’clock, found the lights turned down,—a very 
unusual thing. Lang was there. The next morn- 
ing about 7 o'clock a servant told ber the house 
had been entered. She found the door of her safe 
closed. but not locked. Atin-box in which she 
kept her papers had been forced open, and the 
bonds taken. It had been removed from the 
safe, and put back in its accustomed 
place, for a package of silverware was on top, 
just as she had left it. No one out Lang and his 
wife and bereelf knew the combination. She 
suspected him at the time, but didn't want to dis- 
grace him by an arrest on account of her grand- 
child. He knew the bonds were in the safe. She 
had sent nim tothe Fidelity Bank to get them, 
but he had notdone so. The next day she went 
herself. and was surprised to see him there. He 
rode home with her, much to ber disgust. From 
the time of the robbery until Suppetintendent 
icke had a talk with him, he never alladed to 
it. although he was at the house all the time, and 
need to read the Bible to herin the evening. The 
morning of the robbery he said he would go down 
town and have payment stopped, he knowing the 
numbers of the bonds. At breakiast some time 
afterwards he said he was sorry the thief could not 
be found. 

On cross examination she said it wae her belief 
that Lang was the thief. Sbe never had a good 
opinion of him, as she had learned he was a bad 
character. He was the administrator of his wife's 
estate. and the guardian of his child. She was not 
anxious to control the estate, and had not tried to 
prevent his appointment as administrator. He 
owed her $200 of board, but she made him a 
Christmas present of it after bis marriage. His 
tailors’ bills had been sent to her, but she did not 
pav them. 

The affidavit on which the warrant was issued 
was made by Mrs. Marsh, another daughter, and 
Judge Wallace tried to find out whether the witness 
had instigated the prosecution. Sbe denied having 
dune 80. 

KATE HAMIL, 
a former servant, testified that she locked up the 
front part of the house on the night of the robbery, 
and the hired man the back part. After she went 
to bed she neard some one walking in the kitchen. 
In the morning the ice-man came m. and she 
learned from bim that the basement door was 
oven. She ran into the dining-room to look after 
the silver, and found everything as she bad left it 
the night before. Then Mrs. Day came down 
and said the bonds were gone. The safe was in 
the dining-room. 

DETECTIVE SCOTT 

testified that he had examined the premises, and 
found that a piece had been cut out of the pane 
Of glass near the window-catch. The cutting was 
done from the inside, as the edge inside was 
smooth, and that outside ragged. 

Dr. G. H. Boyd testified to Long’s bad character 
while in the army, ne having stolen wine, currant 
jelly, etc.. from his (Boyd's) tent, and he under- 
stood was dismissed from a Michigan battery for 
dishonesty. 

Judge Wallace wanted this evidence stricken out 
as incompetent, but the Justice did not change 
the record, though he remarked the testimony 
wasn't very strong. 

MRS. MARY C. MARSH, 

of No. 93 Calumet avenue, testified that she was a 
daughter of Mra. Day. Some of her papers were in 
the safe u the same box with the bonds, but sep- 
arate from them. Among them was a 51.000 
Government coupon bond, a certificate of North 
Chicago Railroad stock, and two notes, the two 
latter payable to her order. The only thing dis- 
turbei was the bond. She knew her mother had 
the bonds, and that there was a package of silver 
in the safe on top of the box. which 
could not have been gotten at witnout re- 
moving the package. She knew the 
combination, but could not open the safe. She 
had talked about the combination in Lang's pres- 
ence, and was confident that be knew it. 
at her bouse the night before the burglary was 
discovered. and complained of his heart-disease; 
spoke of his wife, and cried, and asked witness if 
she would stick to him no matier whatcame. The 
conversation was unusual. 

On cross-examination she said that she instituted 
the proceedings, and would have done so before 
if ithad not beeu for her mother. In talks with 
her, Lang was always connected with the taking of 
the bonds. Witness was convinced that he took 
them. Noone else knew the combination of the 
safe, or anything about the bonds. She was also 
influenced by what she had beard for years about 
him. Their relations bad always been pleasant. 
Her mother would like to have Lang's child he 
with her, but didn’t care particularly, so far as 
witness knew, to have the exclusive care and con- 
trol of it. 

Nathan Corwith corroborated Detective Scott as 
to the cutting of the glass from the inside. Tue 
windows were not raised. If the basement doors 
were locked no one could have gotten inside that 
way, it being intact. Mrs. Day called him in first, 
and he saw some silver on the table and sideboard. 
The inside of the safe was in good order. 

Charies B. Marsh testified that he knew the 
combination of the safe, but never told any one 
what it was. 

LIBUT. M’GARRIGLE 
testified that the safe had been opened on the 
combination. The doorsand windows were all 
right, except a piece wascut out of one of the 
latter over the catch. The cutting, from appear- 
ances, was done on the inside. A piece of candle 
was found, which was of the same kind as those 
used in the house. He tried to open the safe on 
the combinawon, but couldn't do it until Mrs. Day 
told him how. Itwas Y anda fraction, though 
known as 1. Witness had some talk with 
Lang, who said he bad not been to police bead- 
quarters, but had notifiea the banks. 

Ex-Supt. Hickey also testified about the peculiar 
cutting of the giass. 

This ended the case for the prosecution. 

deveral witnesses as to character were called by 
the defense. 

A giazier testified that the rough side of a pane 
of glass would be that which was cut. 

DETECTIVE OSTERMAN 
testified that Mrs. Day tola-him that if the child 
was out of her presence two hours she was afraid 
it would die. She also said that Lang had stolen 
himeelf into the family, and that she believed he 
had stolen her bonds. She insisted upon witness 
making the arrest Monday nigh 

Lang himself was sworn, and told a straight 
story as to his whereabouts, etc.. and what he did 
on the nicht of the roobery, and in the morning 
when it was discovered. He knew nothing of the 
burglary until told by Mrs. Day when he came down 
stairs. 

Mr. Swett then opened for the prosecution. 
When he wae through, the Court adjourned until 9 
tais morning. when Judge Wallace aud Mr. Mason 
wili speak for the defense, and then Gen. Eldridge

A QUEER SETTLEMENT.

She then went on to tell how a few weeks ago 
she went ona trio to friends in Minnesota, 
during her absence recetwed letters from Poor, 
which she showed.

and told me all about it. 1 cant tell you how I 
felt. i never felt so badly about anything in N 
life. I couldn't ery. Lstarted right home, and 
have neither eaten, slept, nor drank for two days.” 
She continued, saying that she got home, in Chi- 
cago, Wednesday night. and that she calied imme- 
diately at Johnnie's house, where she saw Mrs. 
Poor, Sr., and Mrs. Poor, Jr. Johnnie was not at 
home. Jonnnie’s mother aid: Oh, Daisy, its 
hard for me to see you.” Johnnie's wife had 
laughed about it. I heard Johnnie come in while 
I was there, but his wife went out and told him 
that I was in the house, and he went to his own 
room and staid there. I saw Johnnie to-day 
when I was coming down town. When I saw him 
he got so red in the face. He raised his hat, but 
of course I did not notice him. I was told by a 
friend of Johnnie's that be had said: Didn't 1 
get md of her [meaning me] neat?’ 

„Oi Lcouid only cry, but 1 can't. I thought 
that I could not bear to have him arrested, and now 
I don’t want to send him to prison. but he has left 
me to bear it all.“ 

THE ALLEGED HUSBAND 

was also interviewed, and he repudiated the mar- 
riage in toto. According to him, the girl's real 
name was Mary Kennedy, and her fanciful name 
Daisy De Rosse. She had, be said, been a bad 
character for years, first appearing in thie city as 
the mistress of Mark Smith. living at Nos. 10 and 
12 Madison street. Having cleaned out Smith, 
she took up with a traveling man named Wright, 
and, while living with him at the Maniton House 
in September, met Poor. She shook Wright and 
attached herself to the latter, who finally estab- 
lushed her at No. 164 Madison street. 

As to any ceremony or promise of marriage, that 
was all nonsense. ie knew that she was 1i|-tem- 
pered and spiteful, for they quarreled all the time, 
and he expected that some of her new lovers had 
put ber up to this scheme in order to see if he 
could not be induced to come down. Wednesday 
evening she visited bis house during his absence in 
order to get some ＋ and other articles Which 
he had, and probably to try how much of a fuss she 
could raise. But he bad taken the precaution to 
inform his wife of the liaison, sothat the family 
peace was not disturbed. He was confident that 
the scheme was a biackmailing one, pure ana sim- 
ple. and that he would knock the bottom out of it 
just as soon as it came up in court. Of course he 
objected to the exposure. but be expressed a de- 
termination not to be bled. 

. THE SETTLEMENT. 

Yesterday morning Daisy went to the office of an 
attorney named Sheridan, whom she knew was 
Poor's legal adviser. ‘There she came face to face 
with Johnnie and nis wife, and Mrs. Poor, John 
nies mother. What transpired is not known in de- 
tall, but it is said that he said to the girl: Daisy. 
Jam afraid you don't love me. or you would not 
bring this suit against we. To this she made no 
reply, and when John offered to shake hands with 
her she positively refused. Thereupon, it is said, 
he strack her, and knecked her down, and she 
went into spasms. 

Next she went to the office of her attorney, Mr. 
Walter G. Goodrich; and, accompanied dy him, 
went to Justice Wallace's Court, where Brokoski 
was found. The trio made for Sheridan's office. 
Arrived there, they foqnd that John E. Poor had 
not returned, and only hie mother and wife were 
present with the man ot law. The present wife 
did not, itis said, express sympathy for the girl. 
The mother of the young man, however, according 
to the Constable's statement, expressed an interest, 
and evidenced a desire to shield the giri from fur- 
ther tribulation. She took her under her protect- 
ing care; tried to comfort and cheer her: urged 
her to drop the prosecution, and ended by saying 
that she would hereafter be a mother to 
her. She should abide in the house of Poor tuil 
provision could be made for her elsewhere. She 
should be treated with all the consideration to 
which her misfortune entitied her. Mrs. Poor 
urged her, implored her, to drop the prosecution, — 
to forgive and forget. By dint of much talking 
Mrs. Poor, Sr., succeeded in reducing the girl to a 
quiescent state, in which she hardly knew what to 
do or say. In this condition, Daisy allowed her- 
self to be taken in hand by her new-found friend, 
and she was, it is said, under her roof last night. 
Daisy, it is said, agreed to a stay of proceedings, 
though she does not want to drop tae prosecution. 
What the outcome of this somewhat novel and cer- 
tainly interesting drama of two acts will be is 
hard to say. John is away; that is, he has not 
been seen since his attack upon the enemy.

F. H. Newcomb, attached to the reve- 
nue-cutter Andrew Johnson, to whom has been 
delegated the duty of putting the Chicago Life- 
Saving Station in order, was at the station yester- 
day morning to drill the men and instruct them in 
their duties. The fact that all the apparatas is 
new and has never been used makes some active 
work necessary in order to find out what is present 
and what may be absent, as well as to get the stiff- 
ness out of the ropes and machinery. On arriving 
at the station, Lieut. Newcomb found everything 
in excellent order and ready for businese. He first 
ordered a shot from the mortar to he fired at rather 
more than the usual elevation, and the reeult was 
good, the shot vats be, out 330 yards of rope. The 
mortar in question is a little affair, but excellentiy 
adapted for the purpose. It has a six-inch 
bore and carries a solid shot, to which the line is 
attached. It forme a sure and ready means for 
taking a line to a distressed vessel anywhere with- 
in range. After the mortar had satisfactorily 
proved itself in good order, the car was tried. 
This is an iron construction, which can be closed 
entirely by a small door in thetop. It is perhaps 
four feet in diameter and twelve long. A smali 
line was run from a mast atthe end of the pier 
across to the point of land, a distance of 300 feet, 
and the working of the car was the same as it 
might have been between aship andthe sbore. The 
part of the crew on the pier drew out a hawser 
and made it fast, whereupon the crew on shore ran 
the car across On the rope or, rather, hanging to 
it. It went first without passengers and then with 
one or two. The only hitch in the trial was when 
the Collector's secretary was acting as crew. Just 
then a fastening parted and left the passenger be- 
tween heaven and the water cooped up in a tin 
chest, like asardine without oil. The error was 
soon rectified, however, and the secretary hauled 
ashore. The experiments with the car were satis- 
factory in the quickness and earnestness of the 
men. The equipmeat of the Station includes a 
large surf boat and the great eight-oar of which 
mention has been made. There are also rubber 
suits on the Boynton plan, life-preservers, and oth- 
er paraphernalia in abundance.

Let commonsense and 
judgment as weil as a due appreciation of the com- 
fort of others be the guide in such cases rather 
than a strict uniform adherence to printed regula- 
tions on every occasion.

The one“ 
and the many passed into the whole and its 
parts: and thence into the universal and 
the particular. The fallacies of logie, such 
as the well-known puzzle of Achilles and the tor- 
toise, partake of the nature of both sciences. And 
perhaps the conception of the infinite and infini- 
tesimal, as well as of negation, may have been in 
early times transferred from logic to mathematics. 
But the connexion of our ideas of number is prob- 
ably anterior to the connexion of any of our other 
ideas.. And, asa matter of fact, geometry and 
arithmetic had already made considerable progress 
when Aristotie invented the syllogism. General 
ideas tnere were, besides those of mathematics, — 
true flasnes of genius which saw that 
there must be general laws to which the 
universe conforms, but which saw them 
only by occasional glimpses, and through 
the distortion of imperiect knowledge; and al- 
though the only records of them now remaining are 
the uate representations of later writers, yet 
we m still remember that to the existence of 
such ideas is due net only the conception. but even 
the possibility of physical science. But these 
general ideas were too wide in tueir grasp, and in 
early days at least were connected to their subject 
of application by links too shadowy to be thorough- 
ly appreciated oy most minds; and so it came to 
that’ one form of such an idea was taken as 
te only form, one application of it as the idea 
iteelf; and philosophy, unable to maintain itself 
at the level of ideas, fell back upon the abstrac- 
tions of sense., and, by preference, upon those 
which were most ready to hand—nameiy, those of 
mat tics. Plato's ideas relapsed intoa doc- 
trine of numbers; thematics into mysticism, 
into neo-Platonism, und the like. And so, through 
many long ages, througa good report and evil 
mathematics have always held an un 
sought-for way. It has happened to this science, 
as to many Other subjects, that us warmest 
adherents have not always been its best friends. 
Mathematics have often been brought into matters 
wiftre their presence has been of doubtfui utility. 
If they have given precision to literary style, that 
on has sometimes oeen carried to excess as 
fa ound and perhaps Descartes; if they have 
te to clearness Of expression in philosophy, 
tnat very clearness has sometimes given an ap- 
pearance of finality not always true; if they nave 
contributed to definition in theology, that definite- 
ness has nm deen fictitious, and has been at- 
tained at the cost of spiritual meaning. And, 
coming to recent times, although we may admire 
the 12 8 in tae logical machines of 
Earl hope and of Stanley Jevons, in the 
* Formal e of Morgan, and in the 
‘Calculus’ of soole; although as mathematicians 
we may feel satisfaction that these feats (the 
possibility of which was clear a priori) have been 
actually accomplished, yet we must hear in mind 
that their application 1s really confined to cases 
where the subject-matter is perfectly uniform in 
character, ang that beyond this range they are 
liavle to encumber rather tnan to assist thought. 


DESOLATE ATTICA, 

A correspondent of the Londoa Times, writ- 
ing from Athens, speaks of the desolation of 
the country, caused by the destruction of the 
forests and the practice of permitting goats to 
run wild, and adds: 

“It is not God's providence, but man’s im- 

vidence, that one has to thank for this evil. 

t is centuries of human unthrift and stolMity 

which bas made ot Attica a torrid desert for six 
or seven months in the year. There was a 
time, as Sophocies tells us, and as the cuide- 
books trawelate, when ‘beautiful fields 
bioomed, when nightingales sighed and la- 
mented among the groves of Colouus, along its 
green hedges and walls mantied with dark ivy.’ 
Dars are mentioned when the Cephisus and 
liissus were streams of water and not beds of 
arid stones as they are now; when people 
could talk of ‘sacred foliage, teeming with 
fruits in shady coolness, nourished by gentle 
breezes, untouched by storms.’ Ihe ray- 
ages of man have done away with all 
that. Men still living here remember the 
fires with wien the last strips of forest in the 
glens of Hgmettus and Pentelicus cleamed 
round Athens night after night as they do now 
incessantly in the g sof the mountains of 
Albania visible from fu. The savage culti- 
vators of the soll in these regious burn their 
woods to fertilize the flelds with their ashes. 
By the destruction of trees of many ages’ growth 
they insure a paltry crop for one season. But 
the experiment cannot betwice made; the havoc 
is now complete; the mischief can no further go. 
With every trace of vegetation, every vestige of 
moisture vanishes early in the spring from the 
Attic land. Belore the end of May all is parched, 
burat, pulverized. Nothiog can be more aston- 


isping than the tantalizing barrenness of the 


clouds which at that time of the year hang 
heavily on the horizon—phantom clouds, preg- 
nant ip appearance with a very deluge, yet hard- 
ly squeezing out a drop or two just to sprinkle 
without .ever laying the dust. The horrors 
of such a drought are common enough 
throughout ‘Southern Italy and Spain, 
and the population of Madrid, for instance, 
ought to preservea lively recollection of it. But 
there Queen Isabella brought in living streams 
irom the Sierra de Guadarama,; and now the 
Spanish capital, with a zone of about two miles 
around it, is being turned from a desert into a 
garden. We are told that water will likewise 
be brought, or even is actually being brought 
into Athens, as also into Florence and Naples. 
But for what concerns the Greek city it must 
be borne in mind that it has, unfortunately, no 
snow mountains within reach, no sacred grove 
where springs may be coaxed up and nursed 
and screened from the heat of the sun's furnace. 
All around is bare and scorched and desolate. 
No one plants trees here; no trees planted 
would have any chance of living: and where 
nature, by the inexhaustible strength of her re- 
cuperative energies, puts forth bere a oud, there 
abulb, where achanee seed dropped from a 
bird or wafted by the wind might be the means 
of again covering the land with trees and Diess- 
ing it with new verdure and moisture, the mur- 
derous goat comes browsing, crops up, tears up. 
the very rock to which the roots cling with un- 


availing vital instinct.’

MR. GLADSTONE ON ART-LABO R. 

At the Hawarden Flower-Show, last month. 
Mr. Gladstone, being called on for a speech, re- 
sponded at some length. In the course of his 
remarks he said: 


I would advise that the people of this coun 
try should give more attention than they do to 
raising hand labor of all kinds to the excellence 
of which it is susceptible. They are too fond 
of getting out of hand-labor and getting into 
what they call head-labor,—that is to say, get- 
ing sufficiently acquainted with reading and 
writing, and casting up accounts, perhaps to 

et into the lower class of clerks. I do believe 
there is amore distressed class in the country 
than that ciass, and 1 believe that a great 
number of young people would do infinitely bet- 
ter for themselves and for society if they were 
content to keep much more than they do to the 
use of their hands, and would try to raise the 
character of the labor which they perform with 
their hands, because, “pray remember this, 
that a great deal of the very highest 
labor is labor performed with the hands. 
Look at the labor of the painter, of the sculp- 
tor, and, not puis abe but look ata great many 
intermediate kinds of labor,—hard labor which 
is strictly all dependent on an excellent hand. 
Now, there is a great deficiency of that kind of 
labor in this country. Go into the study of a 
sculptor in London and you will find that the 
sculptor, probably an Englishman, is obliged to 
have a great many assistants, because working 
at the marble requires very much to be done 
before the stage of finishing comes, and these 
assistants are well paid; but if you come to talk 
to them you will find that in the large majority 
of cases they are not Englishmen at all, but 
itahans and Frenchmen,—very common- 
ly Italiaus. What 1 want you to do is 
this,—not to be in such a 1 to get 
into so low a class of bead labor as 
copying clerks or something or that kind. 
Peopie should recollect that handicraft itself is 
capable of being raised toa very high descrip- 
tion of art and of yielding a very bigh standard 
ol remuneration. 1 cannot tell you bow anx- 
ious I am to impress that upon the mind of 
young people, and how certain I feel that the 
esson is one of great importance to the people 
of this country. Let them perform their work 
in the spirit of an artist; let them try to give it 
excellence and make it a thing that not only 
will sell, but as good as they can make it, as 
useful, as well put together, as well propor- 
tioned, as pleasing to the eye, as full of beauty 
as they can make it, and the more they try to 
do it the better they will be able to do it. 


EDUCATED TASTE. 

It is a curious fact that mauy, if not most, 
people, when suddenly interrogatea, are not 
able to tell the exact colors or patterns of the 
carpet and wall-paper, or the style of furniture, 
in a room in which they have lived for years. 


This may be remotely connected with the old 
metaphysical doctrine that always to have the 
same sensation amounts to baving no sensation 
atall. But in whatever way we account for the 
fact, it ought not to be so. Our eyes should be 
educated to enjoy whatever is beautiful in our 
surroundings, and to demand the removal of 
what is offensive to a correct taste. The ver- 
fection of Greek works of art is often account- 
ed for by the fact that Greek artists 
constantly had such beautiful models be- 
fore their eyes. We ought to take a lesson 
from this, and endeavor to educate the 
esthetic taste of the coming generation by pay- 
ing more attention to artistic merit and purit 

of style in the furniture of our rooms. There fs 
perhaps more luxury and comfort to be found 
in American homes than anywhere in Europe. 
Too frequently, however, display and costliness 
alone are considered in the pariors df the rich, 
while the furniture of more humble households 
shows that absence of the power of living 
thought animating the workman’s sensitive 
fingers,”’ which Mr. Ruskin so laments in our

SPARES OF SCIENCE. 


THE STUDY OF MAN, 

Prof. Huxley, as the President of the Anthre- 
pological Section, at the meeting of ‘the British 
Association in Dubtin, delivered an address at 
its opeping, tbe chief part of which is thus re- 
ported by the correspondent of the Edinburg 
Scolsman: n 

“The Professor proceeded to contend that 
there was no evading whatever results mint be 
reached by physical science. With regard to 
man, they had but the outcome of the inevita- 
ble progress of scientific thought, whose legiti- 
mate domain of inquiry was just as wide in re- 
gard to man as in regard to the lower animals. 
Man bad a framework comparable bone for bone 
with that of the animals; his physical develop- 
ment proceeded step by step in the same way as 
theirs ; nis bodily activities. and others which were 
not „ so classed, were just as much the 
subject of scientific inquiry as those of ants and 
bees. The phenomena of intelligence were 
phenomena following a definite causal order, and 
were as much susceotible of scientific examina- 
tion as were physical phenomena. Anthropolo- 
gy excluded theology from the sphere of its in- 
vestigations; it was not coaverned with the 
question of truth or falsehood of religions, but 
the natural history of religion; the manner in 
which it had developed and the extent to which 
it affected the race was entirely within the 
legitimate scope of anthropological investiga- 
tion. When they came to the question of the 
cause of allthe phenomena, if it was permissi- 
ble to approach that problem in reference to the 
lower avimals, it was equally permissible with 
regard to man. To the scientific mind there 
was no reason for dealing more critically with 
the owe case than with the other. The Associa- 
tion met at Dublin twenty-one years ago, and 
he had been at the pains to look up what had 
been done at that meeting in regard to this 
subject. At that time there was no anthropo- 
logical department. The science had not suff 
ciently differentiated itself from anatomy and 
physiology on the ove hand and zoology on the 
other. oreover, it Was even then regarded as 
a very volcanic subject, to which people would 
rather not accord a formal recognition. It was 
a curious fact, bowever, that, though anthropo- 
logical matters were brought before the geo- 
graphical section,—with which, by the way, they 
had nothing whatever to do,—more than half the 

apers io that section were distinctly anthropo- 
ogical in character. There were studies of lan- 
guage, descriptions of savage races, the question 
of the unity or multiplicity of the human race 
rather touched upon than discussed, but there 
was not one allusion to what are now the burn- 
ing questions of anthropological research. Now, 
ou the other hand, there was no science whien 
was represented by a larger or more active body 
of workers than was anthropology. The whole 
conditions aud prospects ot the science had been 
reversea by the publication of a single book of 
no great dulk, —the Origin of Species, — 
aud all the energies of those devoted to anthro- 
pology were engaged in working out the prob- 
lem, whetber the doetriues evolved by Mr. Dar- 
win in that book with reference to the lower 
animals could be applied in the same way to 
man. The question has not yet been answered. 
It was ap enormous question, and for a definite 
answer to it people would probably have to look 
tu some period in the next century. He be- 
lieved that it would at some time be solved. 
how, he could not say, though he might have 
ideas Of his own on the subject. If he 
were asked what had been done during the 
last twenty-one years in the direction,—he 
would not say of solving the question, but of 
clearing the ground for its solution,—be did not 
know that be could point to anything very 
definite except on one point. Till about 1860 
nothing ceuld be more volcanic or more shock- 
ing than for any man to sav there was anatom- 
ically less difference between man and the bigh- 
er apes than between the higher and the lower 
apes. Yet he had lately been reading a book by 
a very learned aud eminent scientist, M. Quatre- 
juges, who had always been an opponent of 
evolutionary ideas, in which this proposition 
was referred to as One on which no rational per- 
sou would venture to dispute the truth. It wat 
comfort to have got so far. A second direction 

which progress had been made was in the pre- 
cision and exactness employed in obtaiaing the 
data which were necessary tor anthropologists 
After illustrating this at some 

the Professor commented on the ex- 
discoveries which had been made of

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

The Vestry of Chelsea have sent their sur- 
veyor (Mr. G. H. Stayton) to Paris to inspect the 
system now being tried there for employing the 
electric light in lieu of gas for street-lighting. 
He reports that the distance between the lamps 
in Chelsea being much greater than in Paris, and 
there being only one lamp upon each column, 
greatly increases the comparative cost of the 
systems. The present cost of a gas-lamp in 
Chelsea, buroing 3,850 hours per annum, is £3 
6s 7d, therefore the expense of the forty in 
Sloane street is Sigd per hour. To light the 
Chelsea embankment, which is about 1,530 yards 
long, and has 109 gas-lamps (including those on 
the river wall belonging to the Metropolitan 
Board of Works), would require a first outlay 
of £4,800 for forty-eight lights of 3,250 hours 
per annum, with an 8 cost of £1 4s. 
The present cost of the gas-lamps is 
2s isd per bour for 3,850 hours per 
annum. Mr. §tayton has arrived at the follow- 
ing conclusio „That the present arrange- 
ments for ele@tric lighting are unsuitable for 
long distan in this 1 am supported by the 
City Engineer bt Paris), especially m London, 
where the lamps are so much further apart than 
in Paris. The close proximity of the electric 
station is a great drawback to the system, and 
their establishment in business streets would be 
a matter of considerable diflleulty.“ These are 
the disadVantages of the system. The follow- 
ing are the advantages: “‘ About one and one- 
half bours’ daily consumption is saved in conse- 
quence of tnstantaneous lighting and extin- 
fuishing, the light is vastly superior to gas and 
is not injurious, there is an absence of noxious 
smells both in the production and combustion. 
the heat in a rgom—so often unbearable in the 
case of gas—is scarcely felt, the most 
Gelicate colors are preserved, air is not con- 
sumed as in the case of was, there is no chance 
Whatever of an explosion, and, although the 
light is so powerful in tue streets, no accidents 
to horses have occurred. After a careful con- 
sideration of the whole question, lam of opin- 
ion that at present the electric light is not suit- 
able for street-lighting in the metropolis; that 
it is suitabie and can be utilized with splendid 
effect in large squares and places, such as Tra- 
falgar Square and Parliament Square; but, al- 
though in each of these places at the present 
time the lamps are so numerous, the cost would 
be greater than gas. I am also of opinion that, 
so soon as the modificationg alluded to can be 
effected (particularly as to the electric current 
being carried to a much greater distance, there- 
by reducing the cost), the electric light will very 
soon supersedewas to a considerable extent, 
the attendant advantages being so great.’’—Lon- 
Gon . 


| VULCAN. 

The Chicago 3 Society has issued 
a pampbiet-repart of the observations made at 
Denver by Mesérs. Colbert, Hough, Swift, and 
Thomas, and of the work of a class organized 
in Denver to make drawings of the corona 
Probably the most interesting part of the report 
is that in whica Swift describes his discovery of 
Vulcan. as follows: 

A strong breege was blowing from the south- 
east, and, to prevent the shaking of the tele- 
scope, which was not very substantialiv mounted 
(part of it having been constructed after reach- 
ing Denver), I placed a pole some ten feet iu 
length with the east end resting on the eye end 
of the telescope and the west end upon the 
ground. IUnen, to preyent it from sliding down 
and striking my face, I tied it with a string to 
the telescope. My preliminary observations 
being completed, I essayed the projected sweeps 
for the finding of Vulcan, when, to my extreme 
dismay, 1 found that I had forgotten to untie 
the string that neld the pole to the instrument. 
The pole would d -easily enough to the east- 
ward, allowing the object end of the telescope 
to be moved westward, but if I attempted to 
sweep to tue east the end of the pole would 
plunge into the ground, and I was, there- 
fore, restricted, in all my sweeps, to the west of 
the sun. It is to this circumstance alone, this 
handcuff with which, for no crime, I bad man- 
acled my telescope, that I owe the discovery of 
Vulcan some two minutes after its discovery by 
Prof. Watson at Rawlins, Wyo., totality there 
occurring some two minutes earlier than at 
Denver. 

Immediately after totality I recorded in my 
note- book the following: Saw two stars about 
3 degrees southwest of the sun apparently of 
the fifth magnitude, some 12 minutes apart, 
pointing tothe sun. Red.“ On my homeward 
way the thought occurred to me that their dis- 
tance apart was, according to memory, a little 
more than balf the distance between Mizar and 
Alcor.

Nature reports a proposed denial of justice to 
Mr. Edison, which, it will be remembered, has 
since been rectified: “It is stated in the 
French papers that Mr. Edison is to have no 
reward whatever at the Paris Exhibition for his 
phonograph. The reasons alleged for this 
apparent denial of justice are somewhat amus- 
ing. The jury of the class of instruments of 
precision declared that the phonograph could 
not be considered as at all an instrument of 
precision, but merely a toy; consequently they 
sent it to the class of telegraphy to be re- 
warded. But the telegraphists replied that it 
was of no use whatever in telegraphy, and re- 
tused to examine it.“ 


The International Congress of Meteorology, 
to be held in Paris from Aug. 24to 28 next, at 
the Trocadero, will discuss a long series of ques- 
tions having an important bearing on the prog- 
ress of meteorology, and especially ou combined 
action on the part of the meteorologists of vari- 
ous countries.

Lonpon, Aug. 14.—Returning from a trip to 
Paris, I heard of Albani’s wedding.

However, the know- 
ing retailers of greenroom and club-room 
gossip console themseiyes with the reflec- 
tion that “it was all in the family,” 
so that they were not so far out of the 
way as usual. It is noticeable, too, that an 
intended wedding herein England can be kept 
absolutely secret from the world far more effect- 
ualiy than in Chicago. A special license here 
costs about £30 sterling, and there are, conse- 
quently, few who resort to it. The publication 
of the banns was, of course, originally estab- 
lished to give publicity to marriage-ceremonics 
several weeks in advance of the event: but now- 
adays no one ever hears of a coming wedding 
through the banns, no matter how rigidly their 
publication is enforced.

In 
fact, no one seemed to know anything about it 
for several days afterward, and, but for a re- 
mark let drop by a lady who was present, which 
was overheard by a reporter for a weekly jour- 
nal, it is possible that the news would not have 
been made public until yesterday, when the 
official advertisement appeared in the Telegraph. 
The lady was one of the very few, outside of the 
interested families, present, and she kindly gave

The dress was made of rich white satin, cut in 
high Princess style, with long train trimmed 
with Brussels lace, orange-blossoms and jessa- 
mine-blossoms.

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 

Frow F., Mvexecow. —Aunt Lacy, with due re- 
gard to your superior knowledge, I beg leave to 
aiffer with you. Ide not think it would de a very 
good idea for a woman to commeyce honsekeeping 
ulone who knew nothing about it, ind perhaps 
nothing of physical labor of any kind. I do not 
care if her husband was as patient as Job (and very 
few men are when thetr stomachs are concerned), 
and she too, they would see some pretty dark 
days. | fancy. and wish ‘nore than once that they 
had remained at the bourding-ponse. You must 
know that even the dest housekeepers sometimes 
see days that everything seems to go wrong. and 
“they feel tired ana discouraged. aud, tf such the 
case with those who know how, what wonld tt be 
to those who know nothing of the mysteries of 
housekeeping? Almost any young wife wil! find 
housekeeping trying. even if she knows how to 
cook wel! and do ai! kinds of work in that line, for 
it {ts 2 different thing do Work wun- 
one’s planning and seuper- 
vision, and doing it alone Y yourself. 
It seems esey enougu when you know how, but it 
js anything but that before. I can remember when 
1 looked with wonder and admiration at the bread 
mother used to produce. [had an ides that she 
pad to work hard all day to make it; and I remem- 
ber also with what nervousness f attempted m ; 
first bread-making. I can laugh over it now, bat 
did not laugh then; it was too serious a matter. I 
pity any woman who undertakes to keep house, 
doing all the work herself. who krowe nothing 
about it,. She would need to have, stronger nerves 
than I have if she did not get sick over it. Of 
course common-sense and obsecrvation will teach 
one a great deal., but it will not do ererything, and 
the recipes given in cOOK-voOKs are a yrent many 
ofthem rather vague to any one, and, to one who 
knew nothing of cooking, would be almost useless. 
[am not saying this to discourage any one, for 
housekeeping is very pleasant; but I do not want 
any one to try it anti! they know something about 
it; and if one wants to learn there ts surely some 
way inwhich they could. Get some one to give 
you lessons, practical ones, or go into the board- 
ing-house kitcben, or, what is better still, perhaps, 
whea you commence to keep house get some ex- 
perienced friend to stay with you a few weeks un- 
til you can cook some plain dishes nicely, then 
you could get on by yourself, experimenting as yoa 
went along. 

Cookiug is like music, —it requires & great deal 
of practice. Itis also an art, and some women 
have no more talent for it than they have 
for music or painting. They couldn't produce a 
first-class dish if they had the whole world to 
choose from, wulle others would get up a firet-class 
dinner out of almost nothing. Let me add just 
here that there le nothing that hurts a wife's feel- 
ings more than to have her husband speak dispar- 
agingly of her cooking. S80, men, if you want to 
please your wives, praise their cooking, if you 
can conscientiously; if not, hold your peace.

Pour 
bolting water on a peck of very ripe, red tomatoes, 
and slip the skins off. Remove all bad spots or 
any green lumps about the stem end. Boil slowly 


three hours ina tm or porcelain vessel, stirring 
often from the bottom, — — when nearly 
done. Then add four tablesgdonf heaping, of 
salt, four of ground black pepper, three of good 
mustard, six medium-sizea red peppers, choppec 
fine. half of a tablespoonful of cloves, and half 
a tabiespoonful of allepice thoroughly stewed in a 
unt of the best cider vinegar. Simmer the whole 
alf au hour, and strain through a common flour- 
steve: bottle hot and seal air-tight. This recipe 
makes about one gallon of catsup. I bare used it 
for many years, and it gives great satisfaction to 
ail who are fond of a good favor for meats and 
soups. 


From Acwyt Lecr, Curcaco. —Here ts one thing 
I tried this morning for breakfast,—it may be old 
to manv perfect housekeepers, but I find it much 


better than the recipe I have used for years, and 
thought first-rate. It is corn-fritters: 

To eight large, — ears of sweet corn, grated, 
or shaved thin and scraped, add a littie salt and 
pepper, a tavlesovoonful of cream or milk, and 
four eggs; beat the yolks with the corn, beat the 
whites stiff, stir all together; have nyenty lard in 
the sxiliet, and have it very hot; fry in small 
cakes dropped from the spoon; they will brown 
very quick; turn them, brown again; serve in a 
platter.

From Dasu, CHiwago.-—-F. wants a chapter on 
tomatoes,’ but that is not necessary nor desirable, 
pertaos, uniess he or the other readers of The 
Home wish a complete history of tue plant. its 
product, etc. But what he particularly wants to 

know, and which may be of interéstto others to 
know, is this: Are they (the tomatoes) healthy or 
not’ I answer, Certainly! They are healthy“ 
and heaithful too, as arale, andno fear need be 
cntertained in regard to their oeleterious qualities 
any more than in regard to apples, pears, peaches, 
potatoes, or any other wholesome fruits and veg- 
etabies. Of course their condition and digestibil- 
ity, the state of the stomach, ete., should be 
taken into consideration. and these are the 
main points to be considered in relation to any 
kind of food. That they will produce indigestion 
often, and disenses incident thereto, like all other 
kinds of food if eaten improperly, cannot of 
course be denied, Dut that they contain any spe- 
cific poison or principle favorable 30 che develop- 
ment or forming the basis of cancer is a suppo- 
sition purely imaginary, aggubsatantiated by any- 
thing out mere coincidenca We know that many, 
or several, diseases are heteditary in ther origin. 

-generally, it not always so, among which may 
be included cancer, and thatthe poison may lurk 
in the system anfeitaud unknown for years even 
and finally develop into some formidabie disease, 
as it inevitaDly will uniess prevented dy some 
modifying circumstances of habit, diet, and med- 
icine; and for any one to suppose that, because a 
pereon has a particular taste or desire, —a special 
fondness for certain articles of food (as we all 
have more or less), especially for some such 
article ae tomatoes, which not only are inert so 
far as actual disease-producing qualities are con- 
cerned, but really beneficial (as containing ape- 
rient and aiterative properties) in the removal of 
Gisease,—and indulge that appetite freely and 
often as occasion may occur, that When a specific 
and malignant disease Uke Cancer appears it has 
its origin in sach a dietary indulgence, is the sheer- 
est nonsense, ana indicates both ienoraace and 
superstition. Fat pork is probably one of the most 
disease-producing articles of food taat can be 
eaten, and yet how many old people do we see who 
have eaten it almost daily alt their lives, and still 
are comparatively free from disease—and why? 
Simply because they have no constitational taint 
of disease in the system, tneir digestive organs 
perform their work weil, and the genera! tone of the 
system under all the c.rcumetances sufficient to re- 
sist all ordinary mourbific influences. In regard to 
the injunmous effect of tomatoes on the teeta, that 
is all moonse nine too. The difficulty in that 
respect Bes io tine exces#ive use of vinegar, or 
sugar and milk, used in conuection with the fruit, 
and in not properly cleaniug the mouth and teeth 
immediately after eating. Let fhis hint and eug- 
gestion be acted uoon, and no trouble wil! result 
to the teeth from the source named.

-RAILROAD-LANDS 


The Question of Pre-emptions 
upon Them. 


What Is the Effect of Secretary 
Schurz s Recent Decision! 


Te the Editor of The Tribune 

Ces, Aug. 81.—The publication of the 
recent decision of Schurz in regard to 
bre-emptions on lands granted to railroad 
companies, and remaining unsold at the expira- 
tion of three years after the completion of the 
toads,—with frequent articles upon the subject 
in nearly ali the leading papers of the country, 
has created a general belief that near! y all 
the lands nd held by land-grant roads in the 
West are open to actual settlers at a price of 
81. per acre. Large numbers of people, bo 
are now making their preparations for moving 
West, expect to be able to settle upon and se- 
cure these lands at the sbove price. But to 
this, as to most other questions, there is another 
side, which presents grave doubts whether 
such expectations can be realized; and it 
has seemed to me that, in view of the immense 
emigration now going West, and the magui- 
tude of the interests iovoived, all the facts 
bearing upon the question should be published, 
so that emigrants may not, for want of proper 
information, be led to take such a course in 
securing homes as may involve them in diffi- 
culties and loss. 1 am not writing in the interest 
or pay of any land- t railroad company, but 
am interested and desirous that the largest 
number of families from our cities, towns, and 
overcrowded Eastern communities shall secure 
— upon the rich and cheap lands of the 


The case calling out the decision of Secretary 
Schurz was that of one Wilson Dudymott, who 
sought to pre-empta quarter-section of the 
lands of the Kansas Pacific Railroad, under a 
clause. in the act granting lands to said Com- 
pany, Which reads as follows: And all lands 
80 granted by this section which shall not be 
sold or disposed of bysaid Company within three 
years alter the entire road shall have been com- 
pleted, shall be subject to settlement and pre- 
emption like other lands, at a price not exceed- 
iug one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, to 
be said Company.” Referring 
to the claim of the Company that 
the mortgaging of these lands to se- 
cure money borrowed and used 
in the construction of the road amounted toa 
dub of the lands within the meaning of the 
grant, Secretary Schurz says:: The Company 
mortgaged such interests in the lands as it pos- 

and the mortgagees must be considered 
to have taken the mortgage with full knowledge 
of the right of the Company to make the same.“ 
He directs that Dudymott’s filing shall be re- 
ceived, provided that the land in question has 
nat already been sold by the railroad company; 
and directs that tne local officers of land a 
tricte in which lands inuring to said Company 
ate situated should be instructed to receive 
filings conditionally for said lands, in tracts not 
exceeding one-quarter section (160 acres), by 
qualified pre-emptors; and, on receipt of such 
declaratory statements, to call upon the Com- 
pany for a statement showing whether the said 
lands apphed for have been sold by it; and, if 
not sold, then the declaratory statement should 
be allowed,“ etc. He further directs that, in 
case the Company refuses cr neglects to furnish 
such statement, the local officers shail order a 
hearing, if so requested by the applicant,— 
notice of the same being duly published. At 
this bearing the applicant will be required to 
show that he is an actual settler upon the land 
applied for,—a qualified pre-emptor; and that 
the records of the county where deeds and con- 
veyances are recordeu do not show that said tracts 
had been sold at the date of the filing of his 
declaratory statement.”’ 

Se much for this side of the question. I have 
not attempted to give the arguments of the 
Secretary, space not permitting, but only the 
main points on which his discussion is based, 
and the substance of the instructions which he 
directs shall be given to the local land offices in 
regard to receiving pre-emption-filings on rail- 
road-lands. 

As ovposed to this decision, the Kansas 
Pacific Railroad Company claim that the mort- 
gaging of the lands to obtain money with which 
to complete the road constitutes such a sale or 
disposal of the same as exempts them from 
sale or pre-emption at $1.25 per acre; that the 
primary purpose of the grant was, that the 
lands should be used for the construction of the 
road; that the only way in which they could be 
so used was by mortgaging them, and using 
the money so obtained in its construc- 
tion: that the clause of the grant 
in quéstion was only designed to appiy in case 
the grant should prove excessive, and there 
should remain a surplus of land atter the com- 
pletion of the road, in which case tae Company 
should not hold it for speculative purposes. 
They claim tnat there has been nosurplus; that 
all the lands granted have been morceaged, and 
the money so realized used in the construction 
of the road; that the lands now remaining un- 
sold in the hands of the Trustee are not affected 
by the clause of the act in question. In this po- 
sitlon they are sustained by opiaions from law- 
vers eminent in their profession.—among oth- 
ers, the Hon. Jeremiah S. Black, ex-Attoruey- 
General of the United States,—and which, like 
the decision of Secretary Schurz, is too lengthy 
for a pnewspaper-articie. 

The practical question for the emigrant or 
land-seeker to consider is, What is the present 
status of these lands, and what the chance of 
being able to secure a one-quarter section by 
pre-emption? The Land Department of the 
road is in the hands of and controlled by the 
Trustee, and the lands ure being sold for the 
benefit of the mortgagecs, An action has al- 
ready been commenced in the courts of Kansas 
to foreclose the mortgage upon the lands, and 
the title will soon er into the hands of the 
mortgagees. Added to this, the Railroad Com- 
pany has recently made a sale of its interests in 
these lands, conveying by quit-claim deed, aud 
the deed » ov record. By referring back to the 
instruction which Secretary Schurz directs shail 
be given to the local officers, it will be seen that 
tuey are instructed to receive conditional filings 
from parties seeking to pre-empt these lands; 
and, on receipt of such declaratory statements, 
“to cali upon the Company for a statement 
showing whether the lands applied for have 
been sold by it.“ 

No provisisn is made for a hearing, except in 
case the Rallroad Company pegiects or refuses 
to furuien such statement to the local officers 
tor thirty days. ) 

Suppose, how, a party eapplics at the local 
Land-Office to file his declaratory statement 
upon a quarter-section of railroad-land. The 
Register receives such statement conditionally, 
and applies to the Rafiroad Company te know 
it the tract in question nas been sold. The re- 
piv is, that it has been, and reference is made to 
the deed on record as proof. So far as I can see 
that ends the matter. If it should be claimed 
that such sale is fictitious, traudulent, or in- 
valid, that question would only reach a final 
decision inthe Supreme Court,—too expensive 
a process for the ordinary Western pre-emptor. 

It seems to me that Secretary Schurz’s de- 
cision practically amounts to this: That, if the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad Com pany had any lands, 
of those granted by the act of Congress to aid 
in building the road, unsold at thy present time, 
such lands would be subject to pre-emption iu 
tracts of 100 acres. But, there being no such 
lands not sold or disposed of, consequently there 
are none which can be pre-empted. i can see no 
grounds for the opinion entertained by some, 
that under the terms of the act of Congress 
granting the lands, the right ef the Company to 
sell the same ceased at the expiration of the 
thrée years from the completion of the road; 
but only that the right of pre-emption attached 
at that time on any lands not sold or disposed 
of; that avy person desiring to do so should be 
allowed to pre-empt; out that in the meantime, 
the right of the Company to sell to any parties 
who desired to buy was unimpaired. 

While, then, I do not belicve that these lands 
can be obtained by pre-emption at $1.25 per 
gerd, this is no reason why apy one contempiat-

The Pre- emption law requires im- 
médiate nctunl settlement, and the amount of 
land that can be obtained under it is limited to 
100 acres. The Homestcad law reoutres settle- 
ment within six months from filing the deciara- 
tory statement. Many persons are desirous of 
securing lands while they are cheap, | 
they ave not in a condition to make an immedi- 
ate settlement, but intend eventually to use 
them tor a home. This they caunot do under 
either the Pre-e.nption or Homestead laws. 
Others want more land than they can secure of 
the Government lands. The sales by the rail- 
road companies meet the wants of such persons, 
whieh could not otherwise be met. instead of 
an exclusive policy, and retarding the

climate, carrying. free of freight trees and 
shrubbery for settlers, aud by expensive dis- 
plays of agricultural products at ali the lead- 
ing fairs througheut the country. In all these 
advertisements they make prominent the fact 
that free homesteads are obtaiuable upon the 
sections alternating with their own. 

It is a fact of bo sl significanee that the 
Government bas Only been able to give away its 
own lands (alternate s) as the Railroad 
Company has sold its lands,—the settlement 
upon Government lands simply keeping pace 
with, but never exceeding, tbe sale and settle- 
ment of the railroad lands. That the Kailroad 
Company is a benevolent organization, and its 
officers all philanthropists, I do pot by any 
means claim. But, on the ground of giving 
even the devil his due, it should receive due 
credit for what it has been largely imstrumental 
in achieving in the development Of our Western 
frontier.

SOLDIERING IN MONTANA. 


Items from the Notebook of a Regular 
Army Officer—What the Boys in Biue 
Have to Endure on the Mareh- What the 
Democratic Congress is Reducing the 
Army To. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

CaMP AT CROSSING OF Maus River, Mon- 
tana, Aug. 12.—We arrived here about a 
week ago, but as I had no pen and ink, and the 
bottom of the sun had dropped out, I have not 
been able to write to you until to-day. 

We murched for the Bear Paw mountains to 
explore them and find a suitable site for a mili- 
tary post that can keep an eye in the redskins 
across the border. We had a very pleasant trip 
out, the extraordinary rains this year having 
made the prairies like carpets of grass. 

The mountains are very barren of timber, but 
covered with luxuriant grassesto their very 
summits. The rainy season has produced so 
many mosquitoes that antelope and other game 
have had to seek bigh altitudes to have any 
rest. Although we lived on antelope, yet we 
were disappointed in the amount of gawe we 
saw. To our utter disgust we had uo use for 
our flies, as all the streams running into Milk 
River have no edible fish in them, they being 
alkaline. They will comein play before tbe 
summer is over, as most of our mountain 
streams are alive with trout and grayling. 

The infantry marched as far as Beaver Creek, 
where we wentinto camp. Gen. Brooke, with 
the cavalry, then explored and mapped 
the mountain country, visiting Miles’ and Jo- 
seph’s battle-ground, where the evidences of 
the conflict are still fresh in the shape of dead 
Indians, horses, a horrible stench, rifle-pits, and 
apologies for graves, where the coyote aud 
prowling beaste have tried to resurrect the 
buried soldiers. Poor fellows! they get buta 
scapt share of this world’s joys, and a meagre 
allowance of mother-earth wherein to rest their 
sore and w bones when the bugle calls them 
to surrender life and all that is dear without a 
sigh, murmur, or preparation. 

I forgot to tell you that our column consisted 
of two companies of the Second Cavalry, tour of 
the Seventh Cavalry. and six of the Third In- 
fantry Regiments, a crowd of “ yellow-legs”’ 
and ‘‘dough-bovs,’’ who would tackle Sitting 
Bull. as Sairy Gamp would say, “if he felt so 
dispoged, as we have many old veterans, who 
have shaken hands with the redskins through 
the means of an ounce of lead. 

While we awaited the return of the scouting 
party, Our recruits were given a chance to drill 
with their intrenching tools and trowel-bayo- 
nets, taught how to bary themselves in a re- 
pit, and how to select an advantage-ground for 
an intrenchea camp, all of which they may be 
called upon to execute in dead earnest before 
the summer is over. 

Nothing occurred to disturb the solemnity of 
our camp except the tendency of our beet herd 
to return to the range of their birth. Twice they 
gave the slip to the herders of our beef con- 
tractor, and were not found until after much 
hard riding. You might as well deprives child 
of it’s dish of ice-cream as a hungry soldier of 
his beef, and asmile of satisfaction pervaded 
their counvenances as the truant herd appeared 
in the horizon. 

Some few Gros-Ventre Indians paid us a visit, 
and no doubt are glad to see us, as they had a 
fight with the Siouxs about two weeks previous 
to our arrival in their country. They told us 
that the hostiles were about seventy-five miles 
from us, but the information did not worry the 
blue-eoats. The hostiles heard of our tramp 
through the country, and were considerabiy 
exercised about it, fearing we might cross the 
line and jump them. They went to Fort Walsh 
to ask about us, and 1 suppose were assured 
that they would be safe as long as they re- 
mained on British soil. 

The Canadian authorities are using due dili- 
gence” in watchi the former wards of the 
nation. I suppose I use the phrase due di- 
gence ’’ as we are so near the international line. 
It they should fail to use due diligence,’ Sit- 
ting Bull may cost England as much as codfish 
have cost us. 

The Siouxs are now holding a sun dance about 
fifteen miles from Fort Walsh. We do not an- 
ticipate avy trouble this summer, but next 
spring | think the ball will open lively, as by 
that time there will be a large number of young 
bucks who will have arrived at that age when 
they aspire to become warriors. 

As it is by stealing horses and 
raising hair that they win their 
titie to be considered men, you can understand 
why it is that periodically these roving bands of 
wiid Indians suddenly appear on the war-path 
without any warming or explavable reason or 
cause for their thirst for plunder and blood. 

The scouting party baving returned to the 
camp, we began toretrace our steps. Fortun- 
ately our first dav's march waa short, as the 
heat was so intense I thought I would suffocate. 
Somebody must have thrown, by mistake, a 
bundle of kindling-wood into old Sol instead of 
gum cottonwood, 

‘Lhe excessive heat warned us that if we march 
at all, it must be in the cool of the morning, as 
the sun rises here at 4a. m. and sets at 8:30 p. m. 
The drums invite us to enjoy the dawn of day 
or early worms if we like them. Breakfast is 
soon disposed of, wagons packed, with the ex- 
ception of the tents that are left standing. 

Soon the general“ sounds, and at the last 
tap of the drum the city of canvas disappears 
like magic, every tent dropping at the same 
moment; in ten minutes the column is on the 
road making for the next camp at the rate of 
three and a half miies an hour; the sun is not 

up yet, but we know in advance that that fellow 
with kindling-wood to waste has not been to 
sleep, and we dread the rising of the burning 
orb. 

Onward we speed; not a man but shows good 
bottom; 115 steps to the minute; sixteen, sev- 
enteen; steady! You First Sergeant who are 
leading the column, every one is not split up to 
his neck. 

The sun is now pouring down its heat upon 
us, the dogs show signs of distress, some are 
lying down ready to give up. “Old Joe 
vou remember my pointer—is becinning to get 
light-headed and foolish; I must give him 
water or say good-by to my faithful old friend, 
who is now eleven years old. A splendid New- 
foundiand has just succumbed, and yet we push 
on. Twenty miles across lopesome prairie, not 
a drop of water, not the slightest sign of moist- 
ure in the air. Push on, men, before the sun 
weighs a ton! The springs are ahead! 

Ten o’clock. Rifles are stacked, biistered feet 
are having the fever drawn from them by the 
cooling waters, the pot will soon boil, even now 
it has outranked the boiling sun. 

Sach is a dav’s march around the Bear Paws, 
the newly-found Ei Dorado of Montana, into 
which the miners are flocking, regardless of the 
fact that they are on an Indian Keservation and 
belong tothe red man. But what care these 
pilgrims of the frontier about law and justice, 
when laws are set at defiance in civilized States 
and justice is a myth, except when convenient! 

We at last reached the Marias Kiver and 
selected a comfortable camp, rivers flowing on 
three sides of it—the Tetin, the Marias, and the 
well-known Missouri. 

The soldiers at once began to dig in the 
direction of the antipodes, net for gold, 
precious stones, or oil, but for water, 
the cooling draught; they soon struck 
u, and now have it equal to and more whole- 
some than ice-water. 

The eclipse was watched with interest, and 
was almost total. Our signal glasses were 
brought into viay, and did good service. Wen 
the moon began to shy away from old Sol, we 
felt an irresistible desire to lariat Luna, and 
force her to hug the old gentleman until about 
the Ist of September; but as the warrior has a 
special weakness for the she, and vast amount 
of respect for her, we let Luna glide, some un- 
poeticals said slide, and, from the slight touch 
of Hades that burst upon us when the Jovesick 
moon disappeared, we came to the conclusion 


that the gay and festive old fiery furnace was a 


little jealous of our attentions. 
From the bluffs above us flies one of our sig- 
nal flags of Old Probs. as they call our chief of 
guesses. While it flies and flaps all is safe, but, 
when it is dropped on to terra firma, look out, 
and reach for your belt. There are from forty 
to fifty-four death-dealing Moses im it, aecording 
to tbe girth of the owner, which in this country | 
is the most efficacious medicive for most of its 
diseases. A little of this medicine acministered 
East by a judicious doctor would cure manv of 
the ous ailments that society is infected 
with. But ourcountry is in its puppyhood yet, 
and has not yet found wisdom, as | believe. 


Sad experience is the only school in which we 
can learn that virtue. 

For our entertainment and to our surprise, 
we learn on our arrival er cae 
considers us de trop, and that many us 
can be spared: that the idea with them is, that 
We art an idle vawrien set, — handy to have 
in a pinch, but who can be hired at a moment’s 
notice. They have taken our laundresses from 
us and have doomed us to the eternal blue shirt. 
The few women with their little children are 
driven fromthe army, the last relics of our 
civilization. A woman! baby! 
to try to drive all the manly, 
der sentiment out of the f 
succeed before long. Instead of a gallant, 
toned, patriotic, country-loving, and proud 
army, they will have hirelings. Nothing but 
— will be their motor, booty will be their 

anner. 

We hear that their brain is muddled about 
Prussian organization. Companies of 250 men, 
with only five commissioned office This 
strikes them; 10 cents saved by this method.

New Suits, Judgments, Divorces, 
sions, Ete. 

Horatio W. Durant filed a bill yesterday 
against his partner, William H. Durant, asking 
for a dissolution of the grocery firm of Durant 
& Co. He states that the firm began business 
in May, 1876, each partner contributing an equal 
amount and agreeing that profits and losses 
should be divided equally. The business was 
carried on wholly by the defendant, as com- 
plainant was engaged in another business which 
required his whole time. The net capital 


of the firm when it started was 
$3,691.68, and the partnership 

to continue to January, 1877. At the 
latter time the capital was $5,388.19, and the 
articles of copartnership were renewed till Jan- 
uary, 1878. About November, 1877, the de- 
fendant expressed a desire to have the copart- 
nership continued another year, and complain- 
ant thereupon agreed, whereupon the former 
began making objections and imposing such 
conditions that complainant found his object 
was to force him to sell out. After some talk, 
the defendant produced a man who would buy 
the halt interest. The stock was invento- 
ried at about $2,900, but afterward re- 
duced to $2,700, and one-half of it was 
paid over to complainant, and the firn 
dissolved. The defendant subsequently 
admitted that he had not scheduled all the 
property of the tirm in the inventory, and, ac- 
cording to the charges of the bill, he has col- 
lected a large sum from the open accounts due 
the firm, and has failed to account for it, as he 
agreed. Complainant therefore asks that the 
settlemem heretofore made may be set aside as 
fraudulent; that an accouat may be taken of 
the amount actually and fairly due; and that a 
decree may be rendered tor that amount in his 
favor; andthat in the meantime a Receiver 
may be 2 to collect ali debts due, pay 
claims, and take charge of the property as may 
be best for the interests of the firm until the 
final bearing. 

AN UNFORTUNATE DEBTOR. 

Jesse Adams, in September, 1875, had the 
misfortune to be in want ot money, and in bis 
need he applied to Elijah C. Cole and Willis H. 
Estey for a loan of 82.000. He obtained it on 
promisiug to pay 18 per cept per annum inter- 
est, and to secure it by trust-deed on three lots 
in Hyde Park or Englewood. When the loan 
became due he got an extension by paying 2 
per cent a month interest. He only 
obtained 81.77 out of the $2,000, 
and afterwards paid $500.

Cole is now threatening to collect the judgment 
above mentioned, and complainant asks for an 
injunction to prevent him from closing out the 
little remaining of his property, and for the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver to collect it and hold 
the proceeds until further order of Court.

In Camp on THE PEcos River, New MEXICO, 
Aug. 5.—Followimng up tne lines of communica- 
tion toward the north and the Pacific Railroad, 
to which we are slowly making our drearv way, 
we stil! find it desirable to bug along the Danks 
of the Pecos, so that we may have better graz- 
ing and plenty of water for our 4,000 head" of 
long-horns tu charge.
